A BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH.

The Plcton a—as a judicious writer and historian has remarked 
—have ever prided themselves on being one of the most ancient 
and martial families In Orest Britain; descendants of Sir William 
de Plcton, a Norman baron Invading Wales In company with 
Arnulph de Montgomery, who subsequently became Earl of Pem¬ 
broke; Martin of Tours, afterward Lord of Kemys and of Castle 
Martin, Tnrllevllle, Lord of Coltv, and other adventurous knights 
espousing the cause of William the Conqueror. William de Plc¬ 
ton established himself at Plcton Castle In Pembrokeshire, one 
of the finest feudal buildings at present remaining upon British 
soil, and the only castle escaping destruction during Oliver Crom¬ 
well's devastation of the Principality. To conciliate the Welsh, 
It Is said, the Normans Intermarried with native heiresses and 
ladies of the nobility, aud as an act of diplomacy assumed the 
family names of tbelr wives. Hence the descendants of 8lr 
William became known as Donnes, Wogans, Qwynnes, and Phil¬ 
lipses, In which last family—represented In the British Peerage 
by Lord Milford, of Plcton Castle—remains the original domain, 
won by the sword of the Norman Invader. This war-llke chieftain 
was known as a lineal descendant of Plcton, of Anjou, a strong- 
bold and hamlet alluded to by Julius Cesar In his “Commenta¬ 
ries ” as the rallying point of a martial tribe of Gault, whom he 
designated Pictons. 

The younger branch of the Pictons, preserving their original 
name, established themselves at Slabech, manor of Caxton, ne-r 
which In later years one of them, founder of the military portion 
of the race, erected the mansion known as Poyston. This ele 
gant castle w as the birthplace and residence of Sir Thomas Plc¬ 
ton, until, In consequence of the sudden death of bis brother. 
General Jobu Plcton. be disposed of the estate and purchased 
tbat of Iscold, in Carmarthenshire, which county he represented 
in Parliament Just previous to his death at Waterloo. Sir Thomas 
Picton’s father, Thomas Plcton, of Poystan, was a highly edu¬ 
cated man, a graduate of Oxford, and having married a sister to 
the dlstlngutsed Admiral Knight, became parent to a large family, 
Including seven sons who afterward won high honors Id the ser¬ 
vice of the King. Gen. William Plcton, Sir Thomas' uncle, was 
second In command at the memorable siege of Gibraltar; 8lr 
John Plcton, an India veteran, attained the higher rank of gen¬ 
eral, while thestormerof Bad* Jos, known as “Wellington’s Right 
Hand,” died at Waterloo a lieutenant-general with the same 
rank and military honors lie held upon leaving England years 
before to assume command of the famous Third Division, the 
fighting corps of Wellington's army during the victorious Penin¬ 
sular war. 

Col. Thomas Plcton, the subject of this sketch, was bora In 
the city of New York, In 182J, of native born parents, his ances¬ 
tors having Immigrated from Wales In 1790. The first and sec¬ 
ond birth days of “The Juvenile” were spent on the Atlantic, 
on board the packet ship Hannibal, going to and returning from 
Wales. James Watklnson, commander of the packet, was an 
enthusiastic sportsman, and upon retiring from the sea became 
known as one of the finest shots and most Indefatigable of Nlm- 
rods In New York and vicinity, though an accidental discharge 
of eun had taken off two fingers of his hand. The veteran, It 
appears, took a lively Interest In the youthful scion of the Plcton 
family, and declared that he should begin bis sporting career at 
the earliest age on record. Accordingly upon the first birthday 
of Thomas Picton the commauder loaded a double-barreled fowl¬ 
ing-piece, and bolding tne child lo his arms pressed Its fingers 
sgalust the triggers, and thus discharged the piece. Instead of 
being frightened the youthful shooter displayed an anxiety to 
have the gun reloaded This Incident, which the captain In after 
years loved to relate to bis young friend, so Impressed the worthy 
mariner that he Insisted upon " teaching the young Idea how to 
shoot;” hence Thomas Plcton frequently accompanied Mr. Wat- 
ktuson on bis gunning expeditions along the bay, and found It 
a rare pleasure upon holidays to beat the stubbles and bunt 
through the woodlands with his experienced preceptor In the art 
of shooting. These expeditions were principally upon Long 
Island and along the Hackensack river, localities prolific with 
game forty years since. Mr. Plcton thus became familiar with 
the use of the gun. long before be entered college, and bis Inti¬ 
macy with WatklDSon continued until the captain's death, and 
through bis friendship the young disciple of Nimrod became ac¬ 
quainted with Captains Cobb and Sutton, and the late William 
Nlblo, all prominent sportsmen. The two latter were famous 
turfmen, at the time when Charles Henry Hall and the distin¬ 
guished Stevens brothers, of Hoboken, stood prominent as rep¬ 
resentatives of the Northern horse ownem 

Captain Sutton resided on Broadway, just below Nlblo’s 
Gardens, and having erected a handsome mansion, made publlcf 
his sporting proclivities through gracing the entrance to Its por¬ 
tals by graveu Images, In freestone, of two pointers, couch*nt, 
life site, and of such artistic finish, to admirably sculptured as to 
excite the wonder and admiration of the town. The late William 
Nlblo, with whom Col..Plcton waa familiarly acquainted, wsa to 
within a few years of hla death a passionate admirer of thorough¬ 
bred horses, and It may not be Inopportune to note that the 
mansion and extensive grounds leased by Nlblo and afterwards 
converted Into bis popular public garden, waa previously the 
property of Charles Henry Hell, who had there bis prlvaie resi¬ 
dence before removing hla rxteualve breeding establish¬ 
ment to Harlrm. The edifice, therefore, distinguished In the 
world of anmarment as Nlblo’s saloon, for many years the fash¬ 
ionable concert aud danolog hall of the metropolis, waa con¬ 
structed out of the elaborately decorated and specious stables 
wh* rein of yore Mr. Hall reared bis thoroughbreds. 

Around Mr. Hell's residence at that time were grouped subur¬ 
ban tnaiial.ma of many notables in the world of fashion, tie., 
among them President James Monroe, Bishop Hobart, and lha 
Cathode Bishop Dubois, John J. Cottar, and other families of 


patrician Knickerbockers, with the younger scions of which 
Thomas Plctou became Intimately acquainted, residing, as he did 
In bis youth, fur many yearn In that vicinity. 

Mr. Picton’s parents being lb Independent circumstances, no 
expense was spored to give him s thorough classical education. 
His taste for literature nud the fine arts may be said to have been 
Inherited; bis ancestor*, from a remote period, being people of cul¬ 
ture and literary ability. Hit maternal grandfather, educa-ed at 
Oxford and In tended tor the ministry, became commander of one 
of the ships In theEa-l India Company’s service, preferring a life 
of adveuture to the priesthood, and finally becoming Inoculated 
with republican Ideas, abjured bis allegiance, Immigrated to 
America, and soon distinguished himself as be bad previously 
done In England, by contributions of rare ability to tbe leading 
Journals of tbe day. He was an Intimate friend of the elder 
Kean, and wrote a tragedy to be performed by him, tbe manu¬ 
script of which waa destroyed by the bunting of the Theater 
Royal, Drury Lane. He Is said to have been the Will Wlzzsrd 
of Irving and Paulding's “Salmagundi;” a supposition quite 
probable, as Will's performance with tbe chopsticks, his Cauton 
waistcoat and familiarity with Cbloese manners were peculiarities 
to be expected from the captain of an Indlaraan. Thos. Picton’s 
mother was also an accomplished scholar, proficient In tbe 
French language, a superior musician, and clever amateur artist 

After receiving's thorough primary education, Mr. Plcton en¬ 
tered the grammar school of Columbia College, then regarded as 
an Indispensable preliminary ere entering the parent Institution. 
He left the school on acconnt of receiving the only flogging ever 
Inflicted during his edneatloual career, and then for no lack of 
scholarship, but for the composition of. a doggerel epigram 
satirising Dr. Charles Anthon aud his Greek tutor, a Dr. Quin, 
afterwards distinguished as a musical critic. Tbit personage, a 
tall, Irate aud powerful Irishman, upon reading tbe lampoon, In¬ 
flicted a severe chastisement upon yonng Picton. entirely dispro¬ 
portionate to the offense, wheieupon Tnoraas withdrew from the 
school, and promised bis tutor a sound drubbing as soon as be 
should attain the years and strength of manhood. He was then 
In delicate health and a suit was Instituted against the college, 
but was compromised upon promise of Quin’s apology, as the 
faculty feared that legal proceedings might seriously injure tbe 
reputation of the school. From tbe grammar school Thomas 
Plcton was transferred to the classical academy of Rev. R. Town¬ 
send Huddart, where, although a mere youth, bis rapid 
advancement gained the attention and active Interest of H. 
W. Herbert, the Greek tutor, as also of A. D. Paterson, a 
scholarly gentleman, general preceptor lo the English branches, 
who was afterwards co-editor with H. W. Herbert of 
“The American Monthly Magazine,” and subsequently one of 
the editors of “The Albion,” tbe most popular literary weekly 
of the day. Huddart’s school being located at No. 5 Beaver 
street, near the Bowling Green, was largely patronized by wealthy 
and aristocratic Knickerbockers, and among tbe scholars were 
the sons of such patrician families as the Hoffmans, the Crugers, 
the Warrens, the Onderdonks, and other well known New York¬ 
ers. Tbe Institution was designed as a sort of Rugby upon trans- 
Atlantic soil, and as such received the cordial support of mauy 
gentlemen of culture In the growing metropolis. In connection 
with the school was a gymnasium, at tbat time a novelty even In 
the larger colleges, and tbe pnplls were given the benefit of phy¬ 
sical as well as menial development, under the supervision of ex¬ 
perienced tutors. William Fuller, who had but recently arrived 
from England with the repu'atlon of a shining light In the prize 
ring—although defeated by Molynenx, the Fly Market negro and 
famous contestant for the Championship against Tom Cribb— was 
tbe preceptor In athletic exercises, and under b|s able tuition 
Thomas Plcton soon became an excellent atblete. Fuller after¬ 
wards kept the New York Gymnasium In Ann street, and wav very 
popular among the young men of leisure about town, being a 
pugilist of the celebrated Jackson and Gully school, and of gan- 
tlemanly deportment Hit portrait occupies a place In Pierce 
Egan’s “ Boxlana.” Under such teaching, followed by thorough 
training In the manly art of seir-defense, with Charley Ottlgeron, 
tbe preceptor of Freeman, tbe American giant, Mr. Picton became 
a very skillful boxer, and bad frequently a friendly glove contest 
with Herbert, who was likewise well skilled In sparring, but too 
short sighted to eicel or cope aucceaefu ly with his scientific 
pupil. Tbs iDtlmacy between tutor and pupil with Plcton and 
Herbert ripened Into friendship, which existed up to tbe time of 
the lamented sporting author’s tragic death. When Henry 
William Herbert prepared the elaborate and faithful translation of 
Prometheus, to while away the tedium of Winter nights at the 
Cedars, a few literary men of Boston, to whom the manuscript 
was casually shown, secured Its publication as a rare gem, where¬ 
upon a former scholar of Herbert's wantonly attacked him 
through tbe public pre-a, accusing the translator of Ignorance of 
tbe Greek language. Thomas Plcton replied on Herbert's behalf, 
and with the aid of Prof. Tayler Lewis, of Union College, one of 
the finest Greek scholars In America, utterly vanquished the 
would-be critic. 

While yet a scholar at Huddart's Classical Academy, Mr. Plc¬ 
ton had the good fortune to make the acquaintance of John 
Allan, the celebrated antiquary who had began tbe collection of 
what proved to be the rarest and moat valuable library of books 
ever brought togother by a private gentleman In America. In 
addltloo to this library, which It said to have sold after bis 
death for ovar thirty thousand dollars, Mr. Allen had an exten¬ 
sive end choice collection of etchluga end engravings, In the 
gathering of which he employed a special agent In London. Tbe 
residence of the notlqusrlan being a popular resort for gentlemen 
of taste In literature and the fine arts. Including many of the 
most distinguished literary men and artists of the day, Mr. 
Plctoo, wbcf ifas treated almost as a member of the family, 
formed the ecqualutence of such celebrities as Oulleo C Ver- 
plancea, the scholar end statesman; Thomas Kwbtnk. ln later 
yean minister to Brasil; A B Durand, the engraver and artlel, 
end prwldeelof the Natlouel Academy: Thomaa Cole, art I at of 
the Toyaga of Life; Dr. Aodrrton, Adams and Mason, the wood 
engraver*) John 0. Chapman tbe artist. and many other notables 
of Uw day. Aaeoctatioo with snob gentleman developed end tea- I 
tered Ms love of liters tors and artlatle pursuits, sad laid the 


foundation for a bibliographical taste surprising Id one so young. 
He soon became known as one of the best Informed bibliomaniacs 
In the city, and was recognized as a youth of phenomenal abili¬ 
ties at the book stores of William Gowan, Wm. A. Coleman and 
Watts. 

At the age of fourteen Thomas Plcton entered Columbia College, 
from whence, two Years after, he was transferred to the Univer¬ 
sity, st that time presided over by Hon. Theodore Frellughuyaen 
as chancellor, where he graduated Id 18*0. After mastering the 
Greek and Latin languages, he began the study of Hebrew and 
German with Dr. Isaac Nordhelmer, a distinguished Oriental 
scholar, and author of a standard Hebrew grammer; and under 
the supervision of Puro Maroncelll, tbe famous patriot aud exile, 
he studied Italian. His preceptor being k gentleman of rare 
abilities, both In literature and the modern languages, Mr. Pic¬ 
ton made rapid progress lu the Italian language. While at the 
university he formed the acquaintance of Professor Morse, then 
deeply engaged In his telegraphic projects; Colt, employed upon 
a torpedo experiment; the srtlsts Blonde), Thompson, Cafferty, 
William Page, Jeese Talbot, and James Varick Stout, the eccen¬ 
tric sculptor, whose statues of Queen Victoria aud Fanny Elseler 
gave him an enviable reputation. 

For amusement Mr. Picton studied drawing under Signors 
Uregsldl and Molinl, the famous fresco palntervwho had visited 
America as scenic artists with the celebrated Montressor Italian 
Opera Company. Through the kind offices of these gentlemen 
he became familiar with several other celebrated Italian artists, 
and learned the rudiments of art under able preceptors. 

After graduating be began the study of law In the office of Am¬ 
brose L. Jordan, subsequently attorney general; and meanwhile 
attended the law school of Judge Thomas W. Clarke, aud the 
lectures of Hon. Benj. F. Butler, U. 8. District Attorney. Dur¬ 
ing his course of law studies,Thomas Plcton contributed volumin¬ 
ously to the periodicals of the day, especially Porter’s Spirit of 
Ou Tima , for which he acted In the capacity of theatrical critic, 
although scarcely twenty years of age. He adopted the nom dt 
p'umt of “ Tbe Juvenile,” and retained this pseudonym for many 
years after, In Ills brilliant contributions to the Spirit and other 
leading literary journals. His wide range of Information In lit¬ 
erature, taste and ability in tbe fine arts, added to a peculiar 
happy vein of expression, easy, elegant and forcible, rendered 
his productions valuable as well as entertaining. Even bis youth¬ 
ful sketches bear the Impress of scholarly style and deep thought, 
combined with a charming elegance of composition wholly and 
inevitably hie own. 

Soon after beginning the study of the law an Incident occurred 
which was, for a time, the cause of much merriment In the Spirit 
circle. Thomas Picton, In company with his friend, William T. 
Porter, and the famous John Brougham, had passed the evenlog 
at the Broadway House, where, up to a late hour, the trio enjoyed 
the fleeting moments In “feast of reason and flow of soul.’’ Re¬ 
turning home, the tall editor of the Spirit found, to his conster¬ 
nation, tbat be had forgotten bis night key, and not wishing to 
disturb the Inmates, was at a loas how to proceed. Brougham sug¬ 
gested tbe loan of a ladder from an adjoining building, whereby 
Porter’s room lo tbe second story might be safely reached. The 
ladder was accordingly procured and placed In position, where¬ 
upon Plcton ascended, opened the blinds, and declaring tbe coast 
clear, he descended to allow Mr. Porter to reach hla room. Tbe 
genial sporting editor informed his friends that he had a few bot¬ 
tles of prime spirits, and that, should he reach his dormitory In 
safety, one of these should be lowered for their benefit. The tall 
figure of Porter ascended the ladder, which was withdrawn upon 
bis reaching the room, and a bottle of the nectar was being 
lowered at the end of a fish-line attached to a splendid bass rod, 
when a policeman, who bad been watching from the other 
side of Broadway, darted across, and, without ceremony, escorted 
tbe discomfited pair In waiting to the Wooster Street Watch 
House, followed by a crowd of vagrants and street walkers. Vainly 
did Plctou and Brougham endeavor to convince the policeman 
that he was laboring under a mistake; the dignified functionary 
would listen to no explanation, and they were duly charged with 
burglary, two officials being sent to bring Porter, and to apprize 
Quinn—zt whose bouse the Spirit’t editor was then lodglug—of 
tbe robbery. Tbe officers roused Mr. Porter from bis bed and 
made such an “ado about nothing” that the quiet citizens were 
awakened, while Mr. Quinn being absent, hit wife was obliged to 
visit the watch bouse to explain matters before the “offenders 
against the peace and quiet of the city ” could be released 
“York’s tall sou" waxed wroth at the detention, and uttered 
maledictions, not loud, but deep, upon the perverse and stupid 
guardians of tbe city, It being nearly daylight before the officers 
discharged the trio, with a reprimand and warning not to trouble 
the police again. Tbe Joke of course became known to the Spirit 
coterie, aod was tbe source ot great amusemiut am >ng the fra¬ 
ternity. 

About this time, also, Mr. Picton fulfilled his promise of chas¬ 
tizing Dr. Quinn for the (logging received at the grammar school. 
Meetiug the tutor upon the battery. In the presence of a number 
of Whitehall boatmen, Thomas Picton knocked his adversary 
“out of t me” In two short rounds followed, according to the 
rules of the P. R. William T. Porter, learning the nature of tbe 
difficulty, Interposed bis kindly offices, and the twain became 
reconciled, remaining firm friends thereafter up to the time of 
tbe Doctor’s death. This, It la I relieved, was Mr. Picton'e only 
engigementln tbe fistic arena. 

While yet a law student. Thomas Plcton assisted lo founding 
the famous “ Novelties Club,” an aaaoclaiion of literary aod ar- 
tlsUc celebrities, limited to one hundred In number, which enter¬ 
tained Charles Dickens on his first visit to America, by a dluner 
at the Aetor, generally regarded aa the flneat literary cnteitalo- 
ment ever given In the city. Among tne members of the society 
ware Judge William Kent, John W. Edmond* and Robert H. 
Morris, Recorders Talmadge and Smith, Ambrose L Jordan, 
James T. Brady, Gov. Msaou, Marshal 1. Bacon, aud other emi¬ 
nent lawyer*. Tne representailvea of the press Included such 
shining light* as Major M. M. Nosh, Lewis Gaylord Clarke, of 
the " Knickerbocker)” H. Hastings Wild, Warreu Draper, George 
W. Morris, Bam Nlehola, Park Benjamin, Barnet, and other*. 
Among artiste wen tbe gifted Henry Inmao, William Page, 
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McDoogal, the miniature printer; Jackman, the engraver, end 
other dleclpleeof the pen end pencil, Including Prof. Jtmet Mepee, 
Dr. Micready, Bergough, etc. Theatrical roenegere end ectore 
were repreeented by bliupeon, of Perk; Mitchell, of the Olympic; 
Hamblin, of the Bowery; George Lodeo end Marks, the muelcri 
lenders; Berry Pleclde, John Poyey, Berry, Nlcklneoo, WUllem 
Wbeetley, Dempeter, Wilson, femone vocalists; end nearly ell the 
leading actors of the metropolis. 

Enjoying such socle) advantages as may be derived from as¬ 
sociation with gentlemen of rare culture and manifold attain¬ 
ments In literature and the fine arts, the theatrical criticisms 
and and society sketches of “The Juvenile" were regarded as 
of highest authority, receiving the approbation of the distin¬ 
guished patrons of the drama, as well as the sporting public in 
general. Vlslllug Europe soon after his admission to the bar 
of the supreme court, and continuing bis connection with the 
Spirit as specie) European correspondent, Thomas Sutton trans¬ 
mitted to that journal from the various centers of art some of 
the finest contributions ever penned for the columns of an 
American journal from abroad. During bis foreign tour “ The 
Juvenile" witnessed the revolution In France, Germany and 
elsewhere, serving as an officer in the Republican ranks, and 
visited many points of Interest on the continent, as well as Great 
Britain, returning from his wanderings with the titles of Count 
of Badajos and Marquis of 8t. Requler, hereditary honors from a 
long line of noble aucestry. 

Soon after his return from Europe, Col. Plcton, In conjunction 
with his friend and former tutor, H. W. Herbert, established 
The Era, a literary weekly, In New York city. This was edited 
jointly by both, and during the two years of Its existence found 
hesrty support among the admirers of crisp, entertaining litera¬ 
ture. The 8actum, under the editorial charge of Thomas Plcton, 
Herbert, and a few other able writers, followed In the wake of 
the former, but was discontinued within a year on account of a 
lavish outlay of money which failed to Insure a corresponding 
patronage. After the collapse of this really superb periodical, 
Mr. Plcton devised the True American, which he afterward sold 
to the new political party, the Know-Nothings, upou whose 
hsnds It died. 

Col. Plcton's literary labors In other directions were In the 
meantime most voluminous. His fugitive writings, widely scat¬ 
tered through many literary weeklies, include “ The Merchant 
Prince" a local novel; “The Prisons of Paris,” “Nlnora,the 
Bird of Spring,” “ The Maid of Seville," and a host of others. 
His most popular fugitive sketches have been “ My First Flourish 
at the Can Can," “Gabriel, Blow your Horn,”and “My First 
Turn-out with the Machine." In later years his contributions to 
the sporting press and the San Francisco Chronicle, to which he 
has long acted In the capacity of special correspondent, are lit¬ 
erally too numerous to mention. In Brlnley's admirable “Life of 
Win. T. Porter” will be found a brilliant sketch of an institution 
known as “Franks"—a public restaurant In close proximity to 
the old Spirit office. The article in question, which portrays 
to the life, the house and Its patrons, including nearly all the 
far-famed Spirit family, is from the pen of Col. Plcton—a Bne 
specimen of his descriptive writings. In the Chicaoo Field, 
and other sporting journals of the last decade, many bright 
gems from tbe pen of Mr. Plcton also shine forth. Several of 
these are personal anecdotes and reminiscences of his friend, the 
Immortal Frank Forester, at whose unique residence, The 
Cedars, near Newark, N. J., he spent many pleasant days, accom¬ 
panying tbe lamented sporting author In numerous shooting ex¬ 
peditions. 

Among Thomas Plcton’s published works may be mentioned 
“The Princess of Vienna, or the Inquisition In the days of 
Charles V.," an historical romance of 1859, “Webster’s Busi¬ 
ness Man or Counting House Correspondent,” “ Tbe Academic,” 
The Dramatic, The Histrionic and the Thespian Speakers; and 
tbe novelette “Red Jacket, or the Massacre of Cherry Valley," 
“Tbe Creole wife,” "The Black Band," ‘The Rats of the Seine,” 
“Wild Bill,” “The Rich and the Poor,” ‘The Boot-maker of 
Fifth Avenue.” and ‘The Count’s Neice,” as well as “The Pride 
of the Arena,” and many others, under tbe nom de plume of 
“Paul Preston." His acting plays Include “Medical Science" 
and “Behind the Age,” farces performed at Mitchell’s Olympic, 
In 1841; “Variety," a protean Interlude played at various houses; 
and “A Tempest In a Teapot," “There's no Smoke without Fire,” 
“A Hard Case,” “ 'Tls Better to Live than to Die," “Cupid’s 
Eye Glass," "A Tell-tale Heart,” etc., published by Robert M. 
De Witt. 

After retiring from tbe legal profession, which he did on ac¬ 
count of abolition of the Court of Chancery, for practice In which he 
had been especially prepared, Mr. Plcton, at the solicitation of 
Nathan C. Platt, took tbe position of cashier In tbe Artisan's Bank, 
where he remained some time. Mr. Platt was reputed to be a 
gentleman of Immense wealth, and to btm Col. Plcton entrusted 
his modest fortune of about (100,000, which, upon failure of tbe 
bank and the death of Platt soon sfter, was swept away, leaving 
him penniless. Since that time 'The Juvenile” has been de¬ 
pendent entirely upon his literary labors for a livelihood, and his 
rare abilities have served him well In tbe hour of financial dis¬ 
aster. 

During tbe Rebellion Col. Plcton served with honor to himself 
and country In tbe 2nd Scott Life Guards, a famous New York 
regiment, since which time his pen has been his dependence. 
Tbe life history of the veteran sportsman, author, soldier and 
critic, truthfully told, without other embellishment than the 
stirring Incident, the chance and change of a checkered career, 
would read almost like romance, proving the old adage that truth 
is often stranger than fiction. 

—For the Information embodied In the foregoing sketch 
the writer Is Indebted to a prominent and able sportsman of New 
York City who shall here be nameless, owing to modesty on his 
part which courts not publicity. The valuable comments on Mr.

After several break aways, daring which 
Amazon lumped oat of tna track aud had to be led In, a start was made 
with Glydella, the lowest In the betting, lu the lead, and Carita next. 
Ulydella ran in the lead all tho way and finished well In front, giving 
her owner, W. N. Conner, of New Orleans, a good prize and paying 
her backers well. She sold for $35 In a pool of $47u and paid holders 
of tickets in French pools $00.40. 

Next was the People s Line Btakes, two miles, baodlcap sweepstakes, 
all age*. $50 each, half forfeit, or $10 If declared July 1 and $1,000 ad¬ 
ded by the People's Line steamers. Out of foarty-rour nominations 
only four started. Several large pools with Danlcbeff as the favorite 
were sold at the rate of $900 in $795. With a good start Danlcbeff led 
for a mile aud three-quarters, and then Franklin, samnfige, carrying 
110 to 119 on Daulcheff, went up and won at tbe finish.

The Rocheiter, 5. T., Trotting Meeting. 

The third annnal Hammer trotting meeting of the Rochester Driving 
Park opeoed on Aug. 19, with an attendance of 9500 persons. Tba 
weather was fine and t.ack fast. The 2:90 and 9:90 races were pro- 
grammed for the day's sport. The former had seven starters, via., 
Moose, Bttle Jonas, Kate llall, Gray Friar. Argonaut, Claim and Diana. 
Moose waa the favorite for fj$\ against $12 for Bttle Jonea, and $6 for 
the field. The bad behavior la ecortug of Diana and Moose delayed the 
sun, and after repeated attempts they were sent off. Moose had set¬ 
tled and led the lot to the half mile pole In 1 084. After a spirited 
straggle home, Bute Jonas led to the wire, beating Moose by a head. 
Time, 9:90. Gray Friar waa third, Kate Ball ionnb, Diana and Argo¬ 


naut several lengths off. Bttle Jonea waa now made a hot fhvorlte at 
$50 to $90 for the field. They received the word after three scorings for 
the second heat; Bttle Jonea and Moose drawing away from tbe other*, 
went together to the half mile in 1:084* Coming home. Moose left hi* 
feet and the marc Jogged In. Time. 9:914 Gray Friar waa third, 
Argonaut fourth, the other* In straggling order. Tbe betting before the 
third heat waa to $5 In favor of Ettle Jonea against tbe field. 
Moose cut onl the work, leading Bute Jones to the half, a matter of 
fifteen lengths, In 1:0H, the latter having made two bad breaks.

Uambrino, Chestnut Hill, 
Middlesex. Grey Salem, Brigadier, Taylor and Dictator were the start¬ 
er* in the 2:96 clasa race. Bt. Clond, Russian Spy and ^Emnlus having 
been drawn, Middlesex won tbe first heat. Time—2:29. The 
second heat wa* wou by Chestnut Hill. Time, 2:934. The 
third, fourth and fifth by Uambrino. Time—2:sM4, 2:23. 2:254. 
The 2:22 trot waa won bf Darby taking the second, third and fourth 
heat*. Caatlelou won the first heal, Little Glpsey receiving third, and 
Lew Scott the fourth money. While scoring for the fourth heat the 
storm came up and the horse* were sent to the stable* for twenty min¬ 
ute*. When they were called out ugam aud started Dai bv wa* couceded 
to be the winner of the 2 :22 purse, and Mace oficred to draw him upou 
receipt of first money, bat his offer was not accepted, and hi* horse bad 
to trot. Interest In the race waa chiefly centered on eecond place, and 
speculation thereon wa* active and comparatively heavy.

Eleven entered for the 2:24 purse and nine responded to the call, the 
horse* Hiking positions iu the following order:—Harry Gilbert, Rose of 
Washington, Lida Bassett, Gray Chief,Charley Ford,Alley, Tom Keeler. 
Deck Wright, Star. Those drawn were Dick Moore, Gray Salem and 
Nettie BurlcW. The pool stands did a lively busiuc**, Lida Bassett sell¬ 
ing over the field at $50 to $45,ut which figure* both ends were staunchly 
supported. The contest wa* close throughout aud wa* won by Lida 
Bassett taking the second, third and fonrth heats. Deck Wright wou the 
first heat aud aecoud money; Rose of Washington received third money 
and Charley Ford the fourth money. Time, 2:234, 2:21?*. 2:214. 2:944- 
The paciug race wu* the eveut of the day; Sleepy Tom, Mattie Hunter, 
Rowdy Boy nod Lucy «tarted. They were all in good condition and the 
speed shown by each wa* marvelously fast. To tbe discomfiture of the 
backers of Sleepy Tom. wl^o had sola for $25 to $15 for the field, Howdy 
Boy wou the first beat in 2:134, but nothing dauutud they continued 
him the favorlac at the same odd*. Tom won the sec ond heat in 2:lfl4» 
aud Mattie Hunter the third and fourth In 2:154 aud 2:15. The fifth 
aud sixth went to Sleepy Tom In 2:184 and 2:14. For the special purse 
for Kmrus, threw trials, the first two were made lu 2:174 aud 2:13, and 
the third in 2:134. 

The meeting closed on Ang. 15 with a large attendance and good con¬ 
tests. The 2:28 and 2:18 race* brought out good fields and afforded 
rare sport. For the 2:28 trot the following answered the bell: Kittle 
Bales. Iron Age, Gloster, jfimulua, Lucy Flemming, Envoy, Convoy, 
and Fred Douglas, and six heals were required before a decision was 
rendered. Iron ago was the favorite. Kittle Bates won the first, sec¬ 
ond, aud sixth ; tbe third and fourth were credited to Iron Ace, and the 
fifth to Gloster. Tho time was 2:944, 2:234. 2:23*, 2:254, 2:244. 
2:254. The 2:18 trot had four starters, viz: Bonesetter, Dick BwIvAller, 
Haunts and Cot. Lewi*. Of tho original entries, Mazomauie, Midnight, 
Darby. Adelaide, and Driver were drawn. Bonesetter was the favor¬ 
ite at $25 to $7 for the field, and even In the face of losing the first heat 
In 2:234, he continued a hot favorite at the odds of 2 to 1. The first 
beat was Interesting only as a contest between Dick SwlvoUer and lion 
nls, who travelled lapped. Swlvvller leading from wire to wire, while 
Bonesetter and Colonel Lewis were laid up from the start. Time- 
quarter, 0:35; half, 1:10; three-quarters, 1:454: wile, 2:204.

The Early Race Tracks of Chicago.

Editor Chicaoo Field: -Thu Drat nice which iw exmu off Lore Du 
no place In lurf annul., hat will be forever tranamllted by that Imagin¬ 
ative tadlvtdaal called “Tho oldcat Inhabitant.’' Thu race In quee- 
Uon occurred away back In the days of 1836, when Chicago conalated of 
a “Oarrlaon, " ana a few “ Rattlers." A funeral In thou day. waa quite 
an event, and alwaya elicited a flrat-clua turnout. The raneral of a 
elUacn’a child had own held In tho south part of tbe village near tba 
lake shore, andaa usual on each occasions, all the horaee In the place, 
Including those of tba officers of the garrison, were brought Into requisi¬ 
tion. Anar the services were over, the officiating clergyman mounted a 
spirited grey horse belonging to an officer of tho fort, and many of the 
monrncra and andlence also bestrode the other nags of the “ settle¬ 
ment," and the proceaalon etsrlod, followed hy the mate of the clergy- 
mao'a horse to harneu, drawing a wagoh which eontalnsd the remains 
of tho lamented Infant. Tba aorrowfiil proeoMlon beaded toward tbe 
town, tbrongff which It had lo pa*., on lu way to tba North aide come- 
tarr, taking the road along the lake chore. Now tbla wae the road over 
which all or the running hone* were In lhajiabll of making lively lima 
occasionally, In quarter and half mile races, and at the aervtcae had 
been lengthy, and the flic* had bitten the hones almost beyond eodur- 
ance, they were very restive. The mlnleter'a horse being exceedingly 
headstrong, and not understanding the object of the meeting, bnt aup- 
poilDg It to be for the nennl purpose, end thinking hu heard the word 
“go, laid back hie ear* and pat for the garrison, two miles sway, at 
hie beet epeed, followed hy the entire fleld, everybody hollowing 
“whoa." end polling on the reins thrall thoy were worth. No record 
of the lime of thl* flr*f tieo-mile nee was kept. It wae fast, however. 
As It wae e “ froe-forall" affair, and none or the horses had a pedigree, 
the time mast bo guaeeed at. The grey* uao. however, wa* “ Carpen¬ 
ter," end he came from Canada, ana ran Into the gnrriran ground* tall 
twenty length* ahead of hit nearost competitor. Mopped aaddenly, 
and over hie head went the officiating clergyman, aa If ne had beeti an 
acrobat. Tba remainder of the proceaalon came In at varion* distances 
apart, followed hy the animal “to bernoea," carrying the remain., the 
driver eumdioff on the croae bar, trying to check hie unseemly gait 
And this ended the flrat recorded nee at Chicago, before then wae any 
regular eourae.

The New York Aquarium. 

We have had nothing to say of this Institution tor the paat 
two yeara, for the simple reason that we could say no good. 
Now, however, there Is a change In Its permits! and a promise of 
better management, at which we greatly rejoice. 

The aquarium has had a hard time of It; and no wonder, for 
It waa built without plan or knowledge, and although It blun¬ 
dered along Into a small measure of the litter, the former coaid 
not be so well remedied. When Messrs. Coup snd Reiche built 
the aqusrlum, they personally knew nothing of the construction 
of one, and were-easily Imposed upon by a man who had read 
about those on the other side of the Atlantic, and Mr. Coup sent 
him across to study them. His conceit prevented him from learn¬ 
ing anything; became back after a two week’s stay and pre¬ 
tending to be a systematic naturalist, wss appointed as such to 
the young establishment. Mr. Coup being anxious to have 
everything In Brst-class style gave him cart* blanch, to stock the 
library, etc., and we well remember seeing tbe dissecting table 
smeared over with blood,and the knives stained also,on the open¬ 
ing night, to gtve tbe Impression that “the naturalist" htd been 
at work, while we knew that he did not know tbe difference be¬ 
tween tbe coracoid bone and the cloaca I When the aquarium 
was opened the water naturally became cloudy, aod Mr. Butler, 
the superintendent, wss annoyed by all sorts of suggested reme¬ 
dies from all sorts of quacks, but tn time It came right. Fish 
never lived long, except a few of the more hardy kinds, because 
of the faulty construction, still they were replaced rapidly and 
the aquarium attracted a numerous and fashionable patronage. 
Tben Mr. Coop sold out to bis partner, and the sole owner, Mr. 
Retche, made the mistake of opening It on Sundays, which, with 
an unpopular and most disagreeable manager, made tbe place 
shunned by all who took an Interest In Ichthyology. This man¬ 
ager bad some knowledge of birds and perhaps mammals, mostly 
book knowledge, but of fishes In general and American fishes In 
particular, he was grossly Ignorant. 

Tbe receipts fell off, shows were Introduced to draw tempora¬ 
rily, the whale tank was removed and a circus ring put In, and 
a blight hung over the place. As much as we love fishes tbe 
aquarium lost all Interest for ns, and when In New York we 
passed It without carlDg to venture Inside. Last month another 
change was made and Mr. T. J. Edgar, the popular treasurer of 
tbe aquarium under the old regime, was Installed as manager, 
and a general clearing of the Augean stable began. He brought 
back Mr. A.W. Roberts, probably tbe best man tojlt up tanks In 
a picturesque manner In theeountry. We visited It last week 
and found tanks looking splendidly, the table-tanks, especially, 
were finely arranged and as beautiful as we ever saw, far sur¬ 
passing any tanks of this style that we have seen In Europe, 
although the large tanks do not nor can they be made to com¬ 
pare with those at Brighton, the Crystal Palace and Southport. 
The great attraction to naturalists at present Is tbe manatee, now 
living In the old seal tank, and which Is the largest one which we 
have seen, being twelve feet In length, while tbe others which 
were at Philadelphia and In tbe Royal Aquarium in London were 
not over half this length. '1 he manatee came from Florida a 
month ago, and after Being exhibited here awhile will go to Lon¬ 
don, where such things are more appreciated by the maasea than 
In America. 

The collection of fiahes la fair, bat not extensive; a fine pair of 
chimpanzees and some serpents Include tbe other sttractlons In 
way of natural history, while a neat little stage was occupied 
with a Pinafore troupe, which calls the rnral visitor to see the 
wonders of the deep and hear the operetta at tbe same price of 
admlsalon. 

We now hope to see the aquarium recover some of Its old pres¬ 
tige, nnder tbe management of Mr. Edgar, who Is a gentleman In 
the best sense of that abused term,and who richly deserves success. 

We have long hoped to see a purely scientific aquarium In New 
York, In tbe Interest of zoology and fishculture, and which would 
have do "shows," and be above the necessity of "attractions," but 
until that time comes, and we believe It will come, we would 
like to see this private one prosper If respectably conducted. 

Our readers are all more or less Interested In this subject, and 
we hope that It will Dot be necessary for ns to lapse Into silence 
again on tbe subject of the New York aquarium. 


An Address to the People of Missouri. 


The following address with the fish laws attached has been Is¬ 
sued to tbe people of Missouri by the fish commissioners of that 
state. 

To th* People or Missocai: 

Tbe undersigned wish to call your attention to tbe fish law of 
Missouri, as embodied In the act. approved the fid of May, 1(170, 
and aak your assistance In carrying lu provisions Into effect. 
That you may folly understand tbe law we hereto annex a duly 
certified copy of It. 

As a general thing, we fear that tbe object! of thle law, as de¬ 
signed by Its author#—Its great and almost paramount Import¬ 
ance to the people of the State, and the reeulte likely to flow 
from a rigid enforcement of It, are not properly appreciated. The 
Idea, on the part of some, eeeme to be, that the law was designed 
to protect sportsmen In tbelr wish to monopolise tbe catching of 
all the fish In the waters of the state, and to prevent the poorer 
classes, and those who fish for a living, from Interfering with 
their royal sport. A more mistaken Idea waa never entertalued. 
On tbe contrary, the design of the law, aod the effect of the law, 
will be to enable every ooe to Bah that wlabea to, and to much 


greater advantage than at present. Indeed, we believe, that In 
the course of a few years, provided the people all over tbe state 
determine that the law shall be enforced and carried out, In letter 
and spirit, lt)at where one citizen now makes a living by fishing, 
a dozen will be able to do ao; aud that where one man non ven¬ 
tures to Indulge In a few hours’ sport with rod and tzclrhr ) -*tT5“' 
supply hts family with the luxury of a mesa of nice fresh fish 
once or twice a week, hundreds will do ao, and scarcely a family 
In the whole state will be without them whenever desired. His¬ 
tory gives no account of a period of time when fish were not In 
common use, as a diet, among tbe people. In all nations, In all 
ages. Id all dimes, the rich aod the poor alike have consumed 
them—tbe first, because no greater luxury could be found, tbe 
latter because nothing else so good, so cheap and acceptable was 
to be procured. There Is scarcely a considerable body of water 
upon the earth's surface unstocked by nature with good, whole¬ 
some, palatable fish. From Maine to California, aod from the 
Qulf of Mexico to the Rocky Mountains, nearly every stream and 
lake were found by the pioneer settlers full of fish. As con¬ 
firmation of the foregoing statement, we aek the old Missouri¬ 
ans, still amoug as, to remember how abundant fish were-wben 
the country was new. In days gone by. and one living near 
river, creek or lake, could take his rod, and before breakfast sup¬ 
ply his table with all tbe fish needed for the family during the 
day. But how la It now! We answer, os a ruU, he may fish all 
day, and a meagre supply of Indifferent, small fish, rewards his 
toll. This Is not only so In our own state, bat It Is the case al¬ 
most everywhere In the thickly settled portions of the United 
States, except In so far as exhausted streams have been re-stocked 
by artificial means. Until a comparatively recent period, fish 
were so abundant In the waters of the country that the supply 
was regarded ae Inexhaustible. Within tbe last few years, how¬ 
ever, the Congress of the Unlted States snd the legislatures of 
more than three-fourths of all tbe states have been aroused to the 
realization of the sad truth that the stock of fish throughout the 
country Is almost destroyed, aud that steps should be taken, sot 
only to restore tbe former stock, but for the Introduction Into onr 
streams and lakes of all the best and most approved varieties 
found In the waters of the world, and for their proper protection 
afterwards. 

Tbe great falling off in the supply of fish, In the waters of the 
United States, Is chiefly attributable to two causes. First, the 
use, In catching fish, of seines, nets, traps, fish dams, etc., etc., at 
all times of tbe year, and especially during the spawning season. 
Secondly, the erection of dams so high, across the streams, as to 
prevent tbe ascent of fish iDto the interior of the country from 
the sea and great lakes. 

To check and counteract the effects thus produced, tbe laws of 
many of the states prohibit tbe use of all tbe meanB for tbe 
catching of fish just mentioned, and especially during the tpawn- 
lDg season, and also requiring all persona who own dams across 
water courses to provide safe and easy ladders or passwsys over 
them for fish. But modern legislation has not only provided 
against the useless and wanton destruction of tbe fish In our 
waters, but has also provided for the introduction of new snd 
artificial propagation of all approved varieties. In thus leg¬ 
islating, Congress snd the Slate Legislatures are but Imitating 
and following the wise example of the more enlightened and lib¬ 
eral governments of Europe. France, England and Germany, for 
many years past, have not only protected fish of those countries 
from unnecessary destruction, but have made liberal and exten¬ 
sive donations of mouey for the propagation of fish for the use 
and consumption of the people. 

Two years ago twenty-seven of the states of our Union bad 
enacted laws tor the protection, and made appropriations for 
tbe artificial propagation, of fish within tbelr borders. Several 
more states have since that time been added to the number, 
including our own. When we remember that it Is estimated 
by those best prepared to form an opinion and arrive at cor¬ 
rect conclusions upon the subject, that not more than five per 
cent of the apawn deposited by fish In the natural way are 
hatched, while at leaat ninety per cent, are realized from the 
hatcheries established under tbe set of Congress and the laws 
of the states, we can well Imagine the results certain to be re¬ 
alized In a very short time. Millions upon millions of young 
fish are now yearly depoeited In all the Important streams snd 
waters of tbe country, found between tbe Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, snd the young being tbus newly Introduced, especially 
Into our western waters, are not only new to them, but em¬ 
brace tbe very finest varieties of food fishes known to the waters 
of Europe aod America. 

Tbe law under which we are acting was Intended to secure 
to the whole people of tbe state an abundance of choice fish, 
aod If you will aid ua In enforcing it, In letter and spirit, it will 
most certainly accomplish tbe end designed. 

As you will see by reference to the law, It did not go Into 
effect until tbe third of May last; too late to select a place with 
care and erect a hatching bouse this Bpring. In truth, lbe 
hatching season was over before the law was signed by the Gov¬ 
ernor. On the 18th of June, however, the commission met tn 
St. Louts, and organized by the election of Dr. I. G. W. Steed- 
man as chairman, and who, under the law, Is by virtue thereof, 
treasurer of the commission. 

Upon consultation, the members of the commission were 
unanimously of the opinion that hasty action tn tho location and 
erection of a hatching house, ought not to be taken, and tbat 
before acting upon ao Important a matter we would a»k for In¬ 
formation from lbe people of lbe state upon the subject, and In 
vlte proposals from all owning suitable springs and locations for 
tbe erection of a hatchery. What we want Is a spring or springs 
offering a uniform flow of plenty of water, of low, as well as 
uulform temperature, accessible by rail, and within reasonable 
dlstauce of public waters, adapted for fishing, and not subject 
to overflows from adjacent streams or back water. 

We most respectfully solicit Information and proposals from 
those who have knowledge of, or own sites, embracing tbe above 
mentioned requlsltea. And aa we expect to have another meet¬ 
ing In Angust next, and to locate tbe batching house as soon as 
we cau secure a suitable location, aud In time for the Fall hatch¬ 
ing. we would be glad to hear from all who wish to give us In¬ 
formation, or donate tbe free use of land and water necessary 
for our purposes, as soon as possible. A number of copies of 
the fish law will, together with this address, be sent to tbe sheriff 
of each county In the stale, with the request that be distribute 
them amongst the officers of his county, and 4hch citizens as 
may feel an Interest lu seeing the fish law enforced, or who may 
wish to correspond with ua. We will also preserve a number of 
copies of tbe law, obe of which at least will be sent to any one 
asking for It by letter.

AN ACT for the propagation and protection of food Ashes In the waters 
of the State of Missouri, aud to approplate money therefor. 

D* it enacted bg the General Aeeetnbly of the Mate qf .Missouri, os 
foil owe: 

Section 1. That a commission, to be composed of three persoos, to 
be styled' The Kish Commission of Missouri," at least one of whom 
shall reside north of, aud at least oue of whom shall reside south of, the 
Missouri river, who shall hold tbelr office for four years and uutll thetr 
successors are appointed aud commissioned, shall be appointed bv the 
Governor of the state to act lu conjunction with the Pish Commissioner 
of the United States, and otherwise as their Judgment may direct, lu 
stocking the waters of the State, by distributing In suitable parts there¬ 
of such Ashes as they may deem best adapted to furnish cheap and nu¬ 
tritious food for the people. 

Sec. 2 For the purpose of enabling said commission to bay or lease a 
suitable location, erect a hatching house thereon, and ftir- 
ulsb It with the requisite Axtures, to employ a suitable 
agent to take charge of and propagate snch young Ash aud 
Ash eggs as they may be able to obtain or procure, the sum of three 
ibousaud dollars per annum is hereby appropriated, for which the 
Auditor of State shall annually draw his warrant on the State Treasu¬ 
rer, payable out of the reveuue fund, and deliver the same to the treas¬ 
urer of said Commission. A majority of said Commission shall have 
power and authority to select a proper agent, Ax his compensation, 
make by-laws for the management or their business aud the disburse 
meat of the money. They shall report to the Governor of the State at 
or before the begtuuing of each session of the General Assembly how 
the money hereby appropriated has been expended. The Governor 
shall have power to All any vacancy or vacancies that may occur In 
SAiifComtnlsalon. The Commissioners shall not receive auy compensa 
liou beyond their actual expenses lucurred in the proper discharge of 
their duties, which expenses shall be paid out of this appropriation. 
The Commission shall elect one of tbelr number as chairman, and said 
chairman shall be ex-offlcio the treasurer thereof, and shall, before en¬ 
tering ou the duties of bis office, give a bond in the sum of Ave thousand 
dollars, with at least two solvent securities, residents of this State, to 
be approved bv the Governor, conditioned for the faithfol performance 
of the duties of his office, and for the accounting for aud paying over all 
mouey that may come into his bauds as such treasurer, which bond 
shall be died in the office of the Secretary of State as other official 


Sxc. 8. That auy person placing or using in auy of the waters of the 
State anv medicated drug, auy coculus ludlcus or Ash berry, or any 
>ther poisonous thing or substance calculated to poison, klU or Iqjure 
any fish, or who shall by any such means catch or take any Ash that 
inav be lu said waters, or who shall place any nitroglycerine or other 
explosive thing or preparation lu any of the waters or the SUte. where¬ 
by any Ash that may he in said waters may be killed, injured, or de¬ 
stroyed, or who shall by such means catch or take any Asn from said 
waters, shall be deemed gulltv of a misdemeanor, aud on conviction 
shall be fined not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars for 
each offense, and on failure to pay such Anc and the costs of prosecu¬ 
tion, shall beconAiied in thelali or the county fora length of time not 
exceeding one day for every (foliar of such Ane and costs. 

Sec. 4. No person shall be allowed to place, erect, or cause to he 
placed, erected or maintained in any of the waters of the Slate, or lo 
front of the month of auv stream, slough or bayou, any seine, net, gill 
net, trammel net; set net, bag, weir, bush drag any Ash trap nr dam, or 
anv other device or obstruction, or by any such means to take or catch 
any fish In any of the waters ot the State: Provided, that Ibo prohibi¬ 
tions or this section shall not apply to waters wholly on the premi¬ 
ses belonglug to such person or persons using such device or devices : 
Prorideajfurther, that It may be lawftil to use a very small seine, not 
to exceed In length fifteen feet, for catching very small Ash. usually 
called minnows, wnlch may be thns caught to be used for bait, or for 
stocking other waters with Ash, but for no other purpose: And pro- 
tided further, the Fish Commissioners may use any necessary devices 
for the purpose of removing Ash from pouds, pools or other waters, 
when iu their judgment the safety of the Ash or the objccta of this act 
will be promoted by such removal. Auy person who shall violate any 
of the provisions of this section shall, on conviction, be deemed gulltv 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be Aued in a sum not leas than twenty nor 
more than one hundred dollars, aikIod failure to pay such Aue and the 
costs of prosecution shall be conAncd in I he county Jail for a time not 
exceeding one day for each dollar of such Ane and costs. 

Sec. 5. Auy persou who shall enter unon any lands for the purpose of 
laklug Ash from any private pond or other artlAclal waters, or who shall 
take any Ash from such pond without the consent o! the owner thereof, 
shall, in addition to any damage recoverable by law for trespass, be 
liable to the owner, lessee or occupant of the land on which snch pond 
is situated, for the value of the Ash so taken, and the penalty of twenty- 
Ave dollars for each offense: Pro tided, such owner, lessee or occupant 
shall have placed in a conspicuous place near said pond a written, 
printed or painted notice, stating lhat such pond was private, and noti¬ 
fying all persons that he would nold them responsible, as provided by 
lav for taking Ash therefrom. 

Sec. 6. Every person who shall be convicted of wrongfully and willfully 
taking fish from anv private pond without the consent of the owner 
thereof, shall be adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be pun¬ 
ished by imprisonment in the county Itll not exceeding thirty days, or 
by Aue not exceeding oue hundred dollars, or by both Ane aud impris¬ 
onment. 

Sec. 7. Any Justice of the peace of the couoty, police Justice or re¬ 
corder of any city or town of tne county where any offense Is committed, 
by violatiou of the provisions of this act, shall have Jurisdiction to try 
and puulsb such offenders, proceeding by information and warraut, ns 
in other cases of misdemeanor within his jurisdiction. 

Sec. 8. Every person who shall knowingly and willfully sell or rive, 
bny or accept, any fish taken or caught In violatiou of this act, shad be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, aud, npon conviction thereof, shall be 
Aued in a sum not t * exceed one dollar for each and every Ash so sold or 
given, bought or accepted. 

Sec. 9. The term “ Waters of the SUte," whenever n«ed In Ibis act, 
shall be deemed and held to mean all streams, lakes, ponds, sloughs, 
bayous, or other waters, wholly or lo pari within ihe state, excepting 
Ihu Missouri and Mis-lssippl rivers, aud all snch parts of the said rivers 
ns shall be within Ave hundred feet of the mouth of any river, creek, 
branch, slough, bayou, or other water emptying Into or connected with 
•aid rivers within the conAues or on the boundary lines of Ihe state. 

Sec. 10 . It shall be the duty of all sheriffs, marshals, constables, and 
other state and county officers, to pay strict and prompt attention to 
the enforcement of the provisions of this act, and ror any fallnre solo 
do hv any sheriff, constable, marshal or other person charged with the 
dmy of executing the laws, snch officer shall forfeit and pay Into the 
county treasury the sum of ten dollars. 

Sec. 11. Any person who shall give Information which shall lead to 
the conviction of any person or persons, guilty of violating any of the 
provisions of this act In any of the counties of this state, snail receive 
as compensation for so< b service, one-half of any sum of mouey which 
uiny be collected as fine lor such offeuae. 

Sec. 12. Any person or persons discovering, seeing or knowing of any 
of Ihe devices contrivances, obstructions or Implements, prohibited 
by this act, as means of taking, catching, killing or injuring fish, being 
lu any waters of the state, may setae and destroy the same, and shall 
not be liable to the owners thereof for any value therein, nor shall he or 
they be held to snll for the same In anv of the courts of tbM slats. 


the waters or the state, a large number of young fish, and the approach¬ 
ing Spring season being one In which great destruction of young Ash 
occurs, creates an emergency as contemplated by the constitution, 
therefore, this act shall take effect and be In force from and after IU 
passage.

Heience on the High Sens. 

A VISIT TO A FLOATING COLLECTION, 

Tbs Abode of Science waa made fast by ropes, hawsers, and 
chalua. Ordinarily, the Abode waa peripatetic, sod wban given 
the chance (on lucre bent) pitched and rolled, heaved and 
toaaed; but freight* being low, and dead Iota staring the Abode 
In tbn face, she waa lying up, awaiting such a specified number 
of Dence per bushel of grain, or so much for bale* of ootton, as 
would pay the eipenaea of a voyage. 

The old stereotyped notion that the deoorstlog of a aeries of 
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■nharancea wltb capital letter* la supposed tocoovry'beldea that 
something exceedingly comic Is Intended, la entirely foreign to 
the writer'* purpose. Now, ihe fine ship Hamilton Fish, which 
Ilea ll> d faat to au ugly pier In Brooklyn, Is raiely died by her 
right name, at It may be found In l.loyd’a R -gl.ter, but by Ihe 
numerous friend* of the captain (he baa been re baptised Abode 
of Science. Mount the step* which convey the landsman to her 
deck, (is she la a 1,700 Ion ship, a perilous climb,) sod look at 
her fair pmportlout. Clean and neat I* she. yet dolorous In a 
business sense, for ship-masters and ship-owner* do not care for 
the fair-weather looks of a vessel. There are no stevedore* put¬ 
ting In cargo, there are no boxes or bales thumping about, bang¬ 
ing from creaking pulllea, lo be Ingulfed In her capacious bold. 
For five mouths the Ah,ids of 9clence baa been waiting for some¬ 
thing to turn up. It Is true we harvest at low figures golden 
stores of grain, but It la the Englishmen who build, equip, aud 
sail vessels cheaper than we can. J*obn Bull It la who runs the 
baker’s wagons around the uulverae, and leaves bread at the 
world’s doors. The whole business of It la that we can grow on 
the land, and can’t carry on the sea, tor to-day there are number¬ 
less Americ a ships like the Abode, repreeentlng millions of dol¬ 
lars, triced up along aide of wharves, Interest and expenses eat¬ 
ing up owner* and masters faster than the teredo gnaws through 
the bottom of their shlpe. • 

Now,there are people who take a fiendish pleasure In upsetting 
all our preconceived notions of thlnga. There Is do maelstrom; 
even SMuratadt, It Is affirmed, never told the “Arabian Nights,” 
and they say that Burma s al Hatch id waa a murderous tyrant, cut¬ 
throat, and worse than all, a miser; and, finally, with the ex¬ 
posure of the Flying Dutchman, owlug to steam-ships, they Insist 
that there are no longer auy aatlora. You Just look at the cap¬ 
tain of the Abode of Science, and tell me If he Is not of the tar, 
tarry, that Is, when you engage him on any topic having to do 
with navigation,rigging a ship,or sailing his vessel through wintry 
aeaa. Try him on the subjects of port duet, consular fees, sailors’ 
boarding houses, aea-lawyera, or land-sharks, and the uautlcal 
flavor comes out with a true saline relish. But get him on another 
tack, which we shall shortly describe, and our skipper Is a thou¬ 
sand miles removed from the somewhat narrow Intellect of 
the captain of a merchantman. “ Well, Captain.” we aay, as we 
set toot on the deck, “tied up stllll Grain freights not up to 
your figure yeti” “Confound grain! What la that to yout 
You have not any ship, have yout Avast that. Come; I have 
got the loveliest Protococau you everclap'teyes on. It la below, 
and 1 have been wanting to show It you.” 

We go Into a ship’s cabin of the old kind. There are mahog¬ 
any-fitted berths, with solid hardwood doors. There la the ba¬ 
rometer, and on a book bangs a speaking-trumpet There Is a 
skylight above, lo which geraniums are blooming, and from the 
celling of the cabin are suspended numerous glass globes, In 
which marine plants are growing. The door of a berth Is opened. 
It Is crammed full of books, on science generally, and natural 
history In particular. There la a drawer of one of the lockers 
opao; It Is filled with bottles containing specimens. More bertha 
are opened, more drawers exposed, and then we find that we are 
In a floating museum of natural history, which has quite an ex¬ 
tensive llbarary, with a collection of many thousands of speci¬ 
mens. These specimens consist of all the more minute creatures 
of the sea, wltb the alga, which Captain John H. Mortimer has 
gathered during a long series of years from the oceans of both 
hemispheres. Quadrants there are, strange triangles with verdi¬ 
gris aplaahea ou them, but bright and brilliant are tha mi¬ 
croscopes which attract the attention of the visitors. *• See my 
Pntueoccut, there In that bottle. I have been trying to get 
It for years. It was ever so long ago that I came across It In a 
small run In California. This is bow this was born: You see 
Blackford was working In the market with frog’s eggs, and I 
thought I would like to have a lot of them to see the beggars 
grow from tbe pollywog state, when I put tbe spawn In that bot¬ 
tle. But they did not hatch worth a cent. Then tbe water got 
green, and I took some of tbe spores and put them under the 
microscope, and tbe first sight of J'roloconu* was visible. At 
tbe beg nnlng each atom seemed to have life, motion, and Inde¬ 
pendence; then they gathered together and formed a confervold 
growth without motion. Now, Is not that wonderful 1 The 

world Is full of germs, you see, ouly there Is this thing peculiar 
about them; la order to develop, ao that they may fulfill tbelr 
functions, they must find exactly those elements congenial to 
themselves. There Is no end of deep study In this germ question. 
We have the pea of yellow fever lu Memphis. That Is a case of 
latent germs finding, uufortunately, exactly tbe condltlona nec¬ 
essary for their birth and existence. Now, Pralacuc cu* wants 
ammonia—may be said not to flourish without It. The dead frog 
eggs In this Instance provided exactly tbe necea-ary stimulant by 
yielding the nitrogenous elements that Prutvcocciu wanted. At 
sea 1 have watched these growths, and 1 always noticed that 
they abounded under the waste-pipes. There tbe alga were al¬ 
ways greeu and fresh, while iu other parts ot t-.e ship the 
growths were dull aud of russet color. Tnere, now, look at it. 
It’s a vegetable growth to-day, though I saw the Individual 
sporea dashing around until they worked tbemaelees together. 
You waut to kuow what that 1st Why, bless you, that Is a little 
beauty of a fish, the Chciruecta Pi chit. 1 am very proud, be¬ 
cause 1 believe I am the Ural man that ever brought these fish 
alive ou shore. Ouce on tbla very ship I caught two of these 
fellows lu the Sirgasso Sea, and managed to carry them alive 
1,500 miles. Look at him, all mottled black and while like a 
frog or a toad—(talking of toads, lo lhat box there I have a 
whole lot of fine tbumi log English loads;) but the Painted Hand, 
that la tbe Engllab for Chdrumcla, baa real Hoger-llke append¬ 
ages on bis flu*. He bangs ou to tbe sea-weed like a little beast 
ol prey as be Is, and gobble* up any minute tbluga that come 
across hit way. Tbe Llwruntcia once answered as a letter of In¬ 
troduction for me. I was at Dublin with wheat, when having 
untlilng to do I went to Trinity College, and asked to see tbe 
leading professor ot natural history there. Now, professors In 
England or Ireland are not as easily approached aa wltb us. 
However, I waa presented, and when asked my business, I told 
Professor Haughton lhat 1 had a live ChdrvHecia. It acted like 
a passport. I gut Into fossils aod all kinds of things lo Ireland 
wltb tbe professor*, and they spent spent some time with me op 
board ship looking ovor my collections, for I really have no end 
of thing* stowed away here which no one ever baa fooud or pre¬ 
served before.” 

“ Do you Intend to study all these collections, CapL Morti¬ 
mer I ” 

“Ido what I can—but there are single boxes, contalnlug 
sometimes not over twenty specimens, that would take years of 
study to get et tbe bottom of. Perhaps some set at men or 
other will do It In Ume to come. Now, there It a sad fate which 
atteoded all the Painted Banda I ever brought to land. Belog 
greedy fellows, they died from swallowing fish too hlg for them. 
The aea abound* wltb strange forma, and there la study In It for 
generation* of mankind tet to corns. Boos men era born nat¬ 
ural UU—take, now, Coleridge.'' 

“ Have you a copy herel ” 

“ Certainly. 1 can flab out almost aay book you want [Hare 
CapC Mortimer went groping around In n dark locker, and amid 
n ebao* of books selected n ’ volume.] Here It la Now merit 
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these lines In the second part of Ibe ‘Ancient M Iner.’ They 

go: 

“The very deep did rol: O Christ I 
That ever tbla should bel 
Yea—allmy mlugt did crawl with leg* 

Upon the allmy aea.” 

“ Did Coleridge Invent tlioae wonderful lineal Now. f have 
followed through pretty carefully tba life of this poet. He went 
over to Germany and studied oatural history there, and m.y 
have seen the German Ocean and the Mediterranean,but how did be 
know about thoae * allmy things!' Now, look at tbla vial, here 
they are, and they are called tbe HaUxiln etritlvt, and Co'e- 
rldge's description Is perfect. They are black Insects, belonging 
to tbe same order as tbe bug* or fire-files, and they are the only 
true oceanic Inaecta known. Yon see them In quantity off the 
coast of Chill, and In the temperate a >ne*. No terrestrial pas¬ 
ture* can be aa rich wltb food of varied description aa are the 
vast stretches of tbe ocean. Since It teems with life, from thence 
all organisms most have Uben born, for to the endless seas go and 
disappear all thing*. Here Is an Illustration of what I mean. 
Look at this aea-weed. Now, there are mile* aud square miles of 
these weeds Hosting all over tbe sea. Tbe aea of Sargasso, cov¬ 
ered with sea-weed, lass big aa France. What would become of 
all this vegeUble growth If nature had not some speedy methods 
of destroying It—getting nway with It! Now, look at tbit. No 
need of using tbe microscope. See that delicate net-work, like 
boblnet lace I That Is where coral has been growing around 
those sterna and seed*. In time the weight of tbe carbonate of 
lime, the solid deposit of the coral, will sink them below the 
level of tbe water, and they will fall Into the lower depths to he 
dissolved—vegeUble matter, mineral matter, and all. It la 
ever a birth, a death, and the seqaence Is continuous ” 

So went on Cspt. Mortimer of the Hamilton Fish, discours¬ 
ing learnedly of tbe wonderful things of tbe sea. gathering Illus¬ 
trations from all kindred sciences aa he went This Is the reason 
why, then, this particular ship has been called the Abode of Sci¬ 
ence. Now, New York la a wonderful place, and there are many 
peculiar studies, which are worked up to tbelr utmost by men 
who carry on calling* other than tboee of eclentisU. Scotland 
has shown how a shoemaker was a leading xnologiet, and a haker 
a geologist of a most distinguished character. In New York, 
when Diatomacla , tbelr classification, tbelr bibliography, are to 
be traced to their utmost limit, we must go to a gentleman who 
deals In coal-oil, just as, when we want to Inquire about bugs, 
we must ask for Information of somebody who sells perfumes. 
There U a tailor to the Metropolis who can hold bla way with tbe 
beat Orientalist In Arabic, and aa to the study of plants, each 
one with a specialty, there la a dry goods clerk, an apothecary, 
and a carpenter, any one of whom would be worthy of holding a 
chair of boUny In any university. For acute observation, care¬ 
ful study, untold Industry, aud power of imparting knowledge, 
Capt. Mortimer holds a moat distinguished place lu many special 
branches of marine ioology.— If. Y. Tima. 

The Old Fisherman.

Did you ever hear of the “Tucquan Scientific <pd Pictorial As¬ 
sociation,” of Lancaster, Pa. Well, such a society has Its own 
camp and teut and culinary equipments, consisting of about 
twenty-five members, embracing lawyers, doctors and lovers of 
fun and fishing; among which your bumble correspondent Is 
enrolled; my yoke-mate, Dr. S. S. Rathvon, a distinguished en¬ 
tomologist, catches the bugs, while I, is botanist, designate tbe 
plants they feed on. Encamped In a shady nook on the banks of 
tbe 8usqoebanna, above the ”Tucqancreek,’’ on several occslons, 
which gave rise to tbe name of the association, originated by 
members of the Ltnnsean Society, of Lancaster, Pa. 

Tents pitched, rods and lines Inspected end put In order, tbe 
bait distributed, a general acatterment takes place,boats at hand; 
some go out to the rocks and Islands others along the main bank, 
amid glee and cheerful bantering, among thoae who delight In 
tbe sport; we usually have two colored cooks along, who know 
just how to cook fish, fry potatoes and make coffee, and set out 
a table fit to entice the appetite ot an epicure. 

Ob, the joy that Is so refreshing, that comes from throwing 
care and business for a season from you, surrounded wltb con¬ 
genial, whole-souled, liberal minded, yetcnrrectcoifipanlous, each 
seeking to promote the comfort aud enj .yment ot the rest, all 
free, no restraint or chafing, these sun-baibs, and refreshing 
breesea, to those accustomed for mouths confinement to the desk, 
countlng-hoa«o, and continual strain of business engagements, It 
Is Indeed a great relief and healthy recreation. But my heading, 
“Tbe Old Fisherman,” after the foregoing preface, now demands 
mv attention. 

Ou one of these occasions, after listening to tbe noisy “ Kitty- 
dtd and Kltty-dldn't.” and a few of the no leas noisy eucaiupers, 
who bad not yet turned In, I enjoyed the most refreshing repose, 
and as If new life had been Infused, through tbe day's exercise, I 
arose early, just ss Sol was causing the eastern borrlsou to blush, 
and thrown off Ihe dark veil that covered Its face, while the 
mist arising from the waters, tempted me to arise, go to tbe river, 
waab, and see a glorious “sunrise among the hills.” Si rolling 
along tbe bank some two hundred yards or more, 1 beheld a short 
•et, sged Individ ial, arise from among the brush and leaves along 
a rock-sheltered bank, and shake himself like a mastiff coming 
from his kennel; he came forth to ihe river's ledge, when he 
stopped, look out a pint flask, this he elevated so that I could 
distinctly see and hear the glug-glug agitation within tbe bottle. 
Without noiIcing my proximity, be stowed the bottle Into bla 
capacious side pocket, and from the other took outaan old-fash¬ 
ioned twist tobacco. Unrolling ab tut three lochea be Mowed i his 
away Into a mouth—well—It was s picture, as by tola time we 
had got face to face. 1 balled him wltb ” good morning ” and 
the querey, “ What, did you sleep all night over there under the 
bosh I” “8ure,” says he, “ when not awake Watching my nut- 
Unn.” “ Why, have you thieves along these quiet places? ’ I 
asked. “Well, not exactly thieves, but they occasionally take 
the liberty lo Inspect our luck, and appropriate a few fur thetr 
trouble, and often tangle our line*. 1 ' “ It seems to me, my old 
friend, that to make your breakfast on 'tobacco and whlrky,' I* 
a kind of auction not conducive to health. Come up au boar 
after this to our camp and get e good warm breakfast.” 

He declined my Invitation, and, upon Inquiry, be told me he 
waa elghty-two yean of age, bad followed fishing and trapping 
tinea of the sge of fifteen years, and slept out the greater part of 
of tbe time either In a fisherman's hut or extemporis'd ahelter, 
never been sick n day, and If It was not for using whisky and 
tobacco liberally, tbe chills and fever would have given him a 
hearty shaking before this. I looked npon ihe old man la won¬ 
der, hit Iron set visage, beard long and aa gristly aa a bear, with 
two well defloed stains of streams of tobacco Juice down from 
each oorner of the reoath; short a*t, and apparently like e pine 
knot, tanned Inside and ou (aide—weather and water-proof. I, 
a* an advocate ot temperance, hygienic surrounding* and sani¬ 
tary regulation*, a a udent for yaera and carefnl to avail myaaU 
of 11a teaching, had tha whole form knocked Into pi, forced to 
admit that thara are exception* lo all mien, or that this man al 
elghty-two could endure more than I al sixty-eight, with all my 
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temperance and correct tiring. The old (Inner attended to hie 
oat line. qnd I, minting upon the Incident, turned toward camp, 
resecting that, t( Intermittent ferera were canted by malaria, 
and thla malaria the mtcroacoplc aporea of aome fungoid or ani¬ 
malcules, or wbat-not, aura, a mouth ao Impregnated with tobacco 
and whisky fumea. would be aa detrimental to Ita taking effect 
on anch an organ lam aa If it had been aatormted with cabollc acid. 
What could I aayt Such are the offaeta to eatabllahed theories 
and pet Ideat, that we needt learn caution, and with enlarged 
charity rather pity our fellow travelers, when we think they err, 
than to condemn or rerlle them. I will conclude by quoting a 
portion from Shakespeare's Henry T.: 

"There Is some soul of goodness In things evil, 

Would men obeervtngly distil It out; 

For our bad neighbor makes ua early stirrers, 

Which Is both healthful and good husbandry, 

Besides they arc our outward consciences, 

And preachers to us all; admonishing, 

That we should dress us fairly for our end. 

Thus we may gather honey from the weed, 

And make a moral of tne devil himself.

Editor Chicago Field: — 1 have read the controversy In yonr 
most valuable paper concerning the disappearance of the blue- 
fish, between “Boa," “Fisherman," "X” and a Mr. Green. ) I 
do not know who these gentlemen are, nor bow deeply they may 
have examined thla question, but from their letters I do not 
think they have gone a great way before they are beyond their 
depth. 

Gentlemen! The Atlantic Ocean la a large sheet of water; It Is 
bigger tban either Tom's river or West Cambridge creek, and you 
cannot Osh it out. Look at the herring fisheries; they extend 
aronnd the entire coast of Europe, from the Mediterranean around 
Italy, Spain. France, Holland, the British Islands, Germany and 
np IntoWe Baltic, and upon both aides of the peninsula of Nor¬ 
way and Sweden. 

For generations have these people been taking them with every 
contrivance known, eating and curing them for transportation, 
and still they swarm the seas. Tbe thousands of millions taken 
by man look big, but are not a fraction of those killed by the 
birds of prey alone, to say nothing of the seals, cod and other of 
tbelr destroyers. 8ome years tbe herring fisheries fall but lt la 
only a temporary failure. 

Now tbe menhadeh presents n parallel case;/you can never 
thin them out any more than ynu can mop uptime Atlantic Ocean. 
Tbelr enormous lecundlty Is sufficient to meet mao’s puny efforts, 
wltb a few purse and pound nets along tbe coast. Tbe millions 
of hlueflsb alone destroy more menhaden In a day tbau the few 
million* which men catch In a month, not to mention the cod, 
birds, etc., who prey upon them. These gentlemen do not seem 
to have an Idea of the vaatnesa of marine life, nor of Its many and 
complicated connections, which cause a temporary Increase and 
decrease of certain forma. This year the menhaden are scarce; 
It may be from tbelr seeking other feeding grounds on account 
of a scarcity of food, or It may really be from tbelr diminished 
numbers, caused by an Increase of their enemies, among which 
man la the least. When the menhaden leave from any cause, the 
blurfieb follow to anme extent .although there are pleuty of other 
fish which the blueflah eat and they woult) Dot all follow. The 
menhadeii feed principally upon sand-fleas, and If they are scarce 
In one locality, ibe menhaden must seek tood elsewhere, and so 
tbe balance la kept np. 

It la easy enough lo catch out tbe fishes of a river or a lake, 
but tlie wandering migratory tribes of llabra canuot be thinned 
by man any more than the clouds of mosquitoes can, and tbe 
old proverb which says, "There are more fl.-h In the sea than ever 
came out of it,” Is nearer true than old proverbs usually are. 

A Mut-fi-h Urea several years and undoubtedly eata and destroys 
a good part of a balf a million of fishes, large aud small. In the 
couiae of Ida life. Ido not think that those who know tbelr 
habits InltmaUly, would think an average of >wo hundred In 
twenty-four hours e cesalve. Tills would be 73.000 per year, 
aud there are mil.Ions upon mlllloiiaof hlueflsb, while tbe proba¬ 
ble uuuiliera of meuliadeu reach figures beyond tbe grasp of tbe 
mlud. Tbe word trod hardly expresses this subject, aud the few 
millions of meuhnlen taken by mau, la nut a drop In the bucket 
of the great waste of flrb life ever golug ou lu the sea.

Pearl Flatting In the Ohio. 


Of late years Wayneavllle’a lame aa a region abounding In 
prehistoric and antediluvian formation baa gone abroad, and tbe 
savants of both this country and Europe have found here valuable 
additions to their cahtuets. ■ 

Our banker, Mr. Israel H. Harris, possesses one of the largest 
and finest cabinets lo tbe country. For years he has kept one 
or mure connoisseurs busily searching fur specimens, and In hla 
hours of leisure he Joins Intelligently lu tbe explorations. As a 
result, bis large cases are tilled wltb curloaltlea carefully classi¬ 
fied. 

Mr. Thomas J. Browne, also a highly cultured geologist, has an 
extenalve cabinet, and In Prof. Orton’s late exploration lo this 
reg on, Mr. Browne was one of hie most valuable assistants. Mr. 
Jesse Van Duaer, another practical geologist, who Ts frequently 
named In Prof. Edward Orton’s Geological Survey of Ohio, 
Palaontology, vol. II., haa also n large collection. 

This brings me. down to tbe pearl fisheries of tba Little Miami 
Although It la known that tweuty years ago pearls had been 
found In the mussel shells that abound In this stream, It was not 
until a few yean ago that pearl hunting became a recognised In¬ 
dustry here. Mr. John Everhart, Jr., who found n pearl that be 
sold lo Tiffany, of New York, for $100, la the moat Industrious 
and moat fortunate . of all the pearl fishers hereabouts. Hla 
latest flod la one for which be haa a standing offer of ISO, bat he 
Is holding on for more, and good Judgea think It worth at least 
$7S. Tbe other day Morton L., a young son of John A. 0. Rob¬ 
erta,of tba Adam* Express Company, Cincinnati, found, In apUe 
of mussel sheila that bad been searched end abandoned, s pearl 
weighing one caret, and said to be worth $280. 

Mr. I. H. Harris buys almost every pearl of value found here¬ 
about He haa already at least $1,000 worth of these gems, 
ranging from the alse of a plahead to that of a pea. 

Mr. Everhart la almost constantly engaged In pearl hunting— 
diving It can hardly be called, aa the muaacla are found In both 
deep and shallow water, and everywhere from the bank to the 
middle of the stream. He feels the sheila with hla trained toee, 
and with hla toes be lifts them to hla hands, and, after he has 
thrown a pile np to the river’s bank be seats himself and with a 
atroag caaeknlfe opens the shell at the hinge. If hla search la 
rewarded, of coarse be feels no compunctious at the waste of the 
flab, which, nnfortonately,cannot be made available for a chowder 
or a strw. It la perhaps safe to call mats that Mr. Everhart haa 
realised from $000 to $800 within tbe poet year by pearl fishing. 

Loads of mussel shells line tbe river banks, and unless carried 
away to border flower beds they lie there and eventually mingle 
their rainbow boaa wltb thafr native dost. It ta Mid that the 
“nasal beds extend for flva miles north and south of thla place 
In the Little MUxaL- 


Right here we have an old Camping ground of Tecumseh, ou 
the farm of Mr. John Roberta, two tulles south, not far north¬ 
ward In tba traditional camping ground of Gen. Wayne, from 
whom the place took Its name; and aa for Indian mounds, geolog¬ 
ical quarries, and formations of coral, the opulence of the region 
U gradually byt surely developing.—Wayueavllle, O., correspond¬ 
ent of-tbe N. Y. Sun. 


Artlflclal Hatching of Eels. 


Hartford, Coer. 

Editor Chicago Field: —There has been considerable dis¬ 
cussion In the scientific Journals recently, regarding the breeding 
of tbe common eel, and close observation seems to have defin Italy 
determined tbe facia lo relation to It. While on a recent visit to 
Mr. Henry J. Fenton, of Poquonnock, In this state, for the pur¬ 
pose of making an arrangement wltb him to batch salmon eggs, 
I found that he had been engaged In batching the eggs of tbe 
common lampbry, (Tetromyzon americanut,) and as I have not 
before know n of similar operations In this country, perhapa a 
few facts relating to It may be of Interest to your readers. 

It should be stated that the lamprey, or “ lamprey eel ” aa It 
la generally termed, comes up our rivers lo great numbers Id the 
Spring, for the purpose of spawning, and It la regardedjby many 
of our people as a great delicacy, and commands a high price In 
the market. This flab, like a salmon or trout, likes running water 
for Ita breeding purpoees and makes a neat somewhat similar to 
a salmon ridd, In tbe rapid water of a fall, hy heaping stones 
about the locality selected. They are very abundant In the Farm 
Ington river, a tributary of the Connecticut, Just below tbe lower 
dam, and the fishway at Holyoke ou the main river la sometimes 
fairly clogged with then}, ao much ao, that one man living near 
It Informed me that he had knowD of tooa of lampreys having 
been taken from It during tbe present season. 

For aome scientific experiments, Prof. Tbacber, of Yale Col¬ 
lege, engaged Mr. Fenton to make tbe attempt to hatch tbe eggs 
of the lamprey “ artificially,’’ aa tbe egga of trout are hatched. I 
will try to follow Mr. Fenton In hla experiment, the description of 
which Is tbe object of this letter. First be goes to the falls below 
the dam at Farmington river, and having put on woolen gloves, 
be wades Into tbe shallow running water, and coon sees tbe lam¬ 
preys on the bottom preparing tbelr neats. This takes place tbe 
last week In May and first week lo June. He seizes one after 
the other, eight females and twelve males, the latter easily dis¬ 
tinguished by a prominent ridge on tbe back, which the female 
does not possess. He takes tne fish to his hatching bouse, and 
manipulates those which are mature, precisely as be would a trout 
or salmon, stripping the eggs from the female and tbe milt from 
the male, but he la o' llged to modify somewhat tbe “ dry method 
of Impregnation’' finding that he succeeds batter wltb a little 
water. He takes about fifty thousand eggs from each female. 
Tbeae eggs are very minute) and sood after being laid upon tbe 
gravel, they become attached to the gravel and to each other. 
In about twelve days, water at 64° Fahrenheit, the young are 
hatched, about one-eighth of an Inch In length, white at first, 
gradually growing darker In color, and when from a week to ten 
days old, they burrow Into tbe gravel, and are not easy to find, 
except by tbe closest observation From the elgbt females, 
Mr. Fenton thinks tbs’, he hatched about 3j0,0'.’0 lampreys. Tne 
experiment was perfectly successful. W. M. H. 


—Manchester, N. H.— KiUI.it Chicagi 
Fin d:—l seud you au extract from the Msuc'iester Duly Mirror, 
confirming previous statements. “D.ckernian’s brook ’’ referred 
to,emptlea Into tbe Pemlgewa'set river some ten or twelve miles 
below the state hatchery at Plymouth. Commissioner Powers 
(who baa charge of tbe na'ciirry), said at a meeting of thu tioard, 
on Tuesday, the St h InsL, “a large run of salmon was not ex¬ 
pected by '.be board this year, but next year they did anticipate 
such. It is necessary," said tbe speaker,“to supply the head waters 
before they will come bick. We have got to progress gradually 
In this matter. Mr. Webber la substantially right lu regard to 
tbe runulug of salmon, but there Is uo doubt that some run In 
August. 1 caught three In August last year. I believe there 
are aome now between here and Lawrence. I am told by good 
authority that last Sunday, eight salmon were seen at the mouth 
of Dickermau’s brook at New Hampton.

English Breaking. 


RT SAXOX. 

As soon aa the puppy beglna to show aome signs of obedience, 
It will be well to commence teaching btm to fetch, Wltb regard 
to retrieving there la a very great difference In puppies. Some 
from the very first manifest a natural aptitude for the business, 
aud are constantly picking up and carrying about In tbelr mouths 
anything that happens to come In tbelr way. On the other 
hand, It la no uncommon thing for a puppy to have no notion 
whatever of retrieving. Almost any puppy can be taught to re¬ 
trieve, and the method la very simple. There la nothing better 
tban an old glove to commence with—I say an old one advisedly, 
for whatever yon use toon geU soiled with saliva, dust, and ao 
on. Shake the glove In tbe puppy's face and Invite bbn to have 
a gams of play with you. He will moat probably seize It, give 
It a munch or two, perhapa a shake, and then drop It. Pick It 
up and repeat the process. He will soon understand the fun, 
and on your throwing the glove a yard or two be will be very 
likely to pick It up, and, at any rale, lo hold It lu hla mouth. 
Then you must coax him to come to you. Take the glove gently 
from hla mouth and throw It again. He will soon cuter Into the 
fun, and will ran up to you will.ugly enough for you to throw It 
for him once more. This Is quite enough for a beginning. 

You will soon require something a little more solid than n 
glove. I have tried a good many things, and ( have come to 
the conclusion that n small pad, or cushion, stuffed wltb rags, la 
the beat article you can use. It can be made oblong In shape, 
and of a convenient 6lie to go comfortably In your pocket. By 
cooatant nils It will soon have a scent of Its own, and Ibe puppy 
will not be long bqfore be grows fond of It. At first It will be 
well to practise the dog with It on bare ground, ao that he can 
see what he la after; but, by degrees, you must accustom him to 
find and bring It among high grass, hedgerows, small bushes, 
etc. 

Wbaa he retrieves pretty well lo thla manner, you must make 
him lie down aqd let him see you throw the pad a abort distance. 




Don't let blm go (or It at once, bat bold blm down a abort time, 
and then tell blm to go after It, at the name time looting jronr 
bold on blm. Tbla will be a more difficult matter than the earl; 
retrieving was, and will require aome little care and judgment on 
the part of tbe teacher. If you keep tbe dog back too long he 
will forget, In bla struggle* to get free, wbat he Is striving to get 
away after, and will not understand what you want him to do 
when you aay, “ Hie, loetl” to him. He will be sure to object to 
restraint at drat, but you must persevere with him, and you will 
undoubtedly find that as you get more apt as a teacher, so he 
will become more apt as a learner. Above all things, have plenty 
of patience with him. At this early stage I do not recommend 
the use of a piece of cord to keep the puppy In when the pad la 
thrown. Hauling blm about with a yard or two of line will 
frighten him too much, and perhaps make him decline to fetch 
at all. Three or four short lessons a day for a few months will 
render him perfect In fetching your pad, and In addition to thla 
you can have been teaching him to comb to heel when called, to 
obey your whistle, and to drop to baod. Constant practice will 
prevent him from forgetting anything you have taught him. Let 
the dog accompany you In your walks, and be careful not to at¬ 
tempt any teaching when there ia anything or any one In the 
way to attract the dog’a attention. Before breakfast and in the 
evening will be the beat-times for lessons. Country lanes, foot¬ 
paths, quiet roads, all make capital schoolrooms. If you take 
my advice, you will not attempt to teach your dog any tricks. It 
may be very pretty to see a dog take a man’s hat off his head 
when ordered to do so by hla master, or to see him trudge back 
a mile or so on the road to find his master's pocket-handkerchief, 
which has previously been hidden In the hedge; but “ Jet " will 
be no better In tbe field for any of these or similar accomplish¬ 
ments. I must admit, however, that ’ In the case of a genuine 
loss a dog that has been trained to It can render good service In 
finding the missing article. 

A short time ago a friend of mine who has a very clever dum¬ 
ber was well served by having taught the dog to go back after 
anything left behind. He had gone flight shooting, taking with 
him a large single gun that bad no ramrod, and therefore be was 
obliged to carry a jointed loading rod slung through a button 
bole In his shooting jacket The night was bitterly cold, the ducks 
did not come, and my friend left the marshes for home. When 
about half-a-mt)e from where he had been standing, he suddenly 
missed his loading rod. Going back to look for It was out of 
tbe question, It was so dark, and there was no telling where It 
had been dropped. He suddenly thought of trying the dog. 
“Jock! I’ve lost something." Away went Jock, and In a short 
time he overtook bis master, proudly carrying the missing rod In 
his mouth. 

A keeper once told me that be had been ferreting rabbits In a 
large covert some way off his house. After he had finished he 
put the ferrets, coped, Into a bag, slung it over bis shoulder, and 
walked for home. When he was about to put the ferrets back 
Into their hutch, be found that there was a hole In the bag and 
that one of them had escaped. The keeper was a merciful man, 
and thought of tbe misery the poor brute would suffer If he did 
not find It, for being coped It must eventually die of starvation; 
he therefore went back some distance to see If he could see any¬ 
thing of the lost animal. Thinking It useless to go very far, as 
the ferret would be sure to have strayed off the path, he told his 
dog, a retriever, to “ hie back.” The dog was gone a long time, 
but eventually returned carrying the ferret. The ferret was still 
alive, but It died soon afterwards, the dog having been obliged, 
most probably, to nip It rather tightly to avoid belog scratched. 

I hardly know whether to believe this story. I am afraid it 
sounds rather unreasonable; but the keeper assured me It was 
true, and, as Is usual In such cases, mentioned the name of Mr. 
So-and-Bo, who could prove It, etc., etc. 

These two anecdotes show that It Is quite possible for the 
“golng-back-after-anythlng-left” trick to be of some service 
now and then; but It would be very provoking when you wanted 
your dog to hunt for a towered bird that had not been very ac¬ 
curately marked, to have blm Immediately hie off to find some¬ 
thing he Imagined you had hidden up for his amusement as you 
walked along. As for teaching your puppy to hold a pipe In hla 
mouth, wear a hat; sitting the while on his haunches, the police¬ 
man trick, and so on—why. It’s simply an Insult to his intelli¬ 
gence to make him look such a fool, as he Invariably does when 
engaged In any of these performances. Besides, such dog-tratn- 
Ing as this savors too much of the pothouse. Tastes differ, I 
know; but this Is my opinion. 

We will suppose, now, that tbe dog takes kindly to matters 
connected with bis education, and that by tbe time he Is about 
seven months old he will downcharge when he Is ordered to do 
so, let you throw the pad over a hedge In front of him and wait 
for orders before going to retrieve It, that he will come to heel 
when called, and that be is,- generally speaking, fairly obedient 
and under command. Tou must be well satisfied with Ibis, and 
may consider that you are getting on satisfactorily with your 
young pupil. 

You must now teach him to follow—by scent, I mean, of 
course—tbe trail of your pad, and make him so ou fait at puz¬ 
zling It out that you cannot make him lose It by fair means. 
The first lessons will be simple enough. Make blm downcharge 
while you drag the pad along the ground a short distance off him, 
winding about lu your course just as a winged bird might do. 
A short distance will be sufficient for a commencement, and a 
dewey morning the best time. Don’t let the puppy see you leave 
the pad, or he will be apt to go straight to the spot when you 
tell him to “ ble, lost." Take him to the spot where you began 
your trail, and let him begin to hunt there. For tbe first time 
or two he will require a deal of assistance; this you can give him 
by walking In the line of the trail—not on It—and by appearing 
to look about yourself as If you were trying to help blm. A lit¬ 
tle attention to the direction of the wind will make matters 
easier, and you will probably find that the puppy will keep find¬ 
ing and losing tbe sent alternately until he arrives at the correct 
spot Some dogs show very great aptitude for following a scent 
In this manner, while others are very stupid at It. The more 
practice yoa give your dog at this kind of work the better will 
be find your winged birds for you when you actually want blm 
In the field. Unless the puppy's nose Is pretty sensitive, you 
may perhaps want a little something to render your pad more 
efficacious In the matter of leaving a scent behind It. A drop or 
twe of oil of aniseed will be the best thing you can use for this 
purpose, but try and geton without It If possible. 

When a dog reaches this stage lu his tratnlng the work of 
teaching him become* doubly Interesting, for you now begin to 
see the animal display his Intelligence. Previous to this It has 
been rntralnt which has brought about the performance of bis 
little duties; now restraint and Intelligence get combined, and 
progress 1* proportionately quicker and more apparent. Ooe 
point must not be lost sight of. This point Is obedience. Do 
all In your power to make obedience a habit with your youngster, 
and In bis older and wiser days he wlU not be so likely to forget 
It Don’t be strict with the puppy one day and easy with him 
the next. Be strict with him always, and take care, somehow or 
other, when there Is a difference of opinion between you that 
you have your own way In the matter. 

I have purposely avoided saying anything about the gun up 
to tbe present It Is so much better to lay a good founda- 
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lion before Introducing the youngster to too great temptation. 
If there happens to be a rifle range In your neighborhood, It 
will do no barm to take tbe puppy down with you some day 
when firing Is going on, just to see If be Is gun-shy. If the 
dog Is bred from working parents there Is not much fear of bl* 
being afraid of the gun. Sometimes, however, a certain timidity 
Is manifest even In dogs bred as I have described-. This, with 
due care, can easily be got over. Talk to the dog when he ap¬ 
pears nervous; encourage blm to keep near you; let him see 
that the noise which frightens him doe* him no Injury; and com¬ 
mencing at a distance with him, gradually draw nearer and 
nearer to the firing point. By these means you will soon over¬ 
come any incipient dread of the report of a gun which the dog 
may have. In this matter kindness and gentleness will go a 
long way towards giving blm courage. Harshness and severity 
would have just the opposite effect. 

Before using the gun In the puppy’s education, It will be well 
to let him get used to the sight of game, both dead and alive. 
In your walk* you can take him where rab6lts are to be seen', or 
where you can spring a bird or two. Look after him carefully, 
so that he does not make a bolt In pursuit. If you are not quite 
sure of your control over him, It will be well to have a stout 
piece of cord with you In case of accidents. Never leg him even 
begin to chase If you can anyhow avoid It. He Is not likely to 
break away just at first, for he won't quite understand wbat It all 
means; and before he has quite recovered from hla astonishment 
tbe rabbit will be Into Its bole, or tbe hare through a fence, or, 
at any rate, you can have seized the dog by the collar, and so 
decided the question for blm. Hitherto I have said nothing about 
that Instrument which plays an Important part—for good or evil 
—In the education of dogs. I allude to the whip. Until you 
begin to Introduce the puppy to hi* future quarry In the field, 
the whip will not be necessary. Even then It will be well to do 
without It If possible; but a sparing and judicious use of tbe lash 
will often nip a bad habit In the bud, and so prevent a great deal 
of unpleasantness between you and your pupil in the days to 
come. Never (log your dog unless you are quite sure he under¬ 
stands wbat It Is that he la being punished for. Many a retriever 
whogets well thrashed for chasing a hare, thinks—for dogs do 
think In their own way—that he Is being whipped for not having 
caught It. Bo be careful when you use tbe lash. When you 
thrash him, do It thoroughly; not giving many feeble blows, but 
a few severe ones. A whip Is not the best weapon for you to 
use, and a stick is often dangerous. I have found that a piece 
of rope, nearly as thick as my thumb, about twenty Inches long, 
and bound at each end with waxed twine, makes a far better In¬ 
strument than a whip, and It Is carried very comfortably In the

Leys.—Moderately long, well set from the shoulders, with 
plenty of bone and muscle; must be perfectly straight, and cov¬ 
ered like the ears and head with a similar texture of coat as the 
body, but not quite so long. 

*V"~ 8mall, keen, and hazel color. 

FM.—Strong, tolerably round, with toes well split up; moet 
pure specimens have black toe-nails. 

Cheet.— Muscular, and rather deep, but should not be either 
full or wide. 

Body. —Moderately long, with ribs well sprung; loin and back 
should show great strength, and all well knit together. 

Coat- —Must be hard, rough, and wiry, In decided contradis¬ 
tinction to softness, shaggloesa and allklncas, and all parts per¬ 
fectly free from lock or curl. Hair on head and legs la not quite 
so long as rest of body. 

Color moet desired Is red, and the brighter tbe color the better; 
next In order, wheaten or yellow, and grey; but brlndle Is to be 
objected to, thereby showing Intermixture of tbe bull breed. 

Tall, If uncut, carried gaily without a ring, and showing ab¬ 
sence of feather and bushiness. 

Weight of good working Irish terriers varies from 171b to 251b. 
In olden times I understand that tney ran up to 301b. and 851b.; 
but It la better to fix the standard weight as mentioned, viz., 
171b. to 251b.

Be sparing lu the use of this 
Instrument of torture, and do without It altogether If possible. 

So much, then, for what may well be called preliminary educa¬ 
tion. If you lay a good foundation In the matters I have dis¬ 
cussed, you wlU find your future work with the dog much easier. 

In my next paper I propose to Introduce our pupil to a little 
shooting; In other words, to commence his field education.—

The Irish Terrier. 

In onr English exchanges we notice the Irish terrier Is again 
coming Into notice, and bids fair to divide popular favor with 
the more fashionable breed of dogs. Tbe following description of 
the Irish terrier by R. G. Rldgway, In the London Field, will be 
read with Interest by our readers: 

That tbe Irish terrier Is and has been a pure breed of dog In¬ 
digenous to Ireland, la a fact undoubted and undisputed by the 
oldest fanciers and breeders still living, who can well remember 
this dog fifty and sixty years ago, and at a time before Jhe In¬ 
troduction to Ireland of the Skye, Yorkshire, or English bull 
terriers now so fashionable In many parts. As a breed they are 
peculiarly adapted to the country, being particularly hardy and 
able to bear any amount of wet, cold, and hardship, without 
showing the slightest symptoms of fatigue Their coat also being 
a hard and wiry one, they can hunt the thickest gone or furie 
covert without the slightest Inconvenience. 

No doubt tbla breed has of late years been allowed to degener¬ 
ate sadly, from want of proper Interest having been taken lu It; 
but, notwithstanding this, we can atill bring forward specimens 
of our Irish terriers, such a* have been seen at several of our 
leading Irish shows, which for usefulness, Intelligence, and 
gameness, as well as general appearance, are second to no breed 
of terrier In the kingdom 

As to tbelr capabilities for taking the water, and hunting In It, 
as well as on land, I may mention, a* one Instance, that a gentle¬ 
man In the adjoining County of Tipperary has kept a pack of 
these terriere for years, with which he will hunt an otter as well 
as any pack of pure otter hounds can. Within the last few yean, 
and since tbe Introduction of dog show* Into Ireland, a far greater 
Interest than heretofore has been taken In this dog, and coos*, 
qnently, a greater amount of care la evinced now In selecting the 
proper specimen* to breed from, so that In a short time we may 
look forward to see the Irish terrier just a* fashionable and as 
much sought for In England, as the English fox-terrier Is at

The Rearing of Puppies--A Reply from Repentance. 

Buffalo, N. T. 

Editor Chioago Fibld: —In your Issue of this week I notice 
two articles—one by “Ten-bore” tbe other by "Common Sense.” 
"Ten-bore" goes off half-cocked, and jumpe at tbe conclusion 
that I Teed my bitch all raw food, and advised me to cook It In the 
future, and thereby save tbe lives of tbe next litter, and put 
him down for a brace. In my article In your Issue of the 9tb 
Inst. I make no mention about the food being cooked or un¬ 
cooked, So bow did “Ten-bore” become so wise In so short a 
time In regard to tbe treatment of dogs! or did be merely ask 
your advice In the matter simply to see how much you knew of 
such matters! And then “areca not” I I once killed a young dog 
In thirty minutes by giving him areca nut, two grains to the 
pound of dog, and I verily believe as many dogs have been 
killed with areca nut as with raw food or excessive feeding. I 
did physic Ihe bitch, as your veterinarian will tell you, for I 
consulted him In relation to those pups, and he told me not to 
do It. No sir, Mr. Ten-Bore, you have not earned that brace of 
pups yet, try again. 

I feed my dogs good wholesome food, consisting of various 
kinds of vegetables and some meat boiled together, bashed up 
and made Into corn or oat meal mush, If tbe latter la well cooked, 
and then baked, also table scraps. My milk I always boll In 
the Summer time, but presume I gave the bitch many dishes 
early In tbe morning as soon as received; probably this bad some¬ 
thing to do with worms In tbe pupa; the last one lived four days 
afier the rest died, then followed suit. 

“Common Sense” Is nearer tbe point, and bad I watched for 
the movement of their bowels the first day or two, and acted up¬ 
on bis theory If necessary, I might possibly have saved tbe litter, 
but as they were all apparently fine strong puppies, I supposed 
everything was all right and they were getting along nicely. The 
quantity of food I gave the bitch was m>derate, aud she was not 
In my opinion too fat, as she hAl plenty of exeic'se. She whelped 
easily, with hardly a whimper (bw first litter) and gave abund¬ 
ance of milk, and Is to-day In fine condition and as spry as a 
kitten. Our remedies may be all right and all wrong, for what 
will help or cure a dog once, may not again for the same com¬ 
plaint. A man has a s ek dog; he gives him a dose of medicine, 
pot a bly subscribed by some one else, not knowing tbe proper¬ 
ties of the medicine or the action It will have upon Ihe dog’s 
system any more than the dog himself does. If the dog hap¬ 
pens to " weather It through ’ and get well, that man for the 
fuluie Is considered to be a paragon of excellence (In his mind) 
for tbe treatment of dleeasts In the canine race. In my former 
article I asked your opinion of the case, but ypu failed to give it, 
providing you could. I did think I would repeat tbe Inquiry, 
but you scared me out of a year’s growth with your editorial 
about asking foolish questions, so I desisted and was content to 
remain In the dark Through the kindness and courtesy of the 
Chicago Field I received two letters addressed to “Repentance" 
(my uom de plum* In former article) and both gave me advice 
and their experience, and right here let me kindly thank you all 
gentlemen, and I shall moat assuredly try and profit by It. With 
your permission I will quote a few of their remarks relative to 
to the case In question.

A Drowned Puppy Restored to Life. 

Tbe following description of a puppy after being apparently 
dead will be read not only with much Interest, but profit, as It 
■bows that many a life, not only of e-puppy, but also of a human 
being, who has been in tbe water for aometlme and la apparently 
dead, can be laved If proper remedies are resorted to and prac¬ 
ticed peretstently. The writer Is one of Chicago's most skillful 
and prominent physicians, and tbe facts we can vouch for as 
stated: 

Chicago, III. 

Dzar Doctor Rows :—I am tempted to give you the history 
of sn experiment which I tried a short time since, thinking thst 
It may be of Interest to some of your readers. 

Two mouths sgo my Skye terrier bitch Fannie whelped eight 
strong, healthy puppies. This being a greater number than I 
cared to have her suckle, when they were one week old I drowned 
four of them. To do this I took sn ordinary pall, filled It full 
of water, put the puppies Into It and placed another pall—bottom 
downwards—upon the top of tbe water, to keep the puppies well 
under. After spending ten or fifteen minutes In my kennel, I 
removed the covering pall and found four tails floatlug upon the 
surface of the water, and I knew that there must be four heads at 
the bottom. 

They were left In this position while I dug a hole to bury them 
In. I then took them, one by one, aud put them Into the ground. 
Before covering them np tbe question arose In my mind as to tbe 
possibility of restoring life to these appsrently desd puppies. I 
took one out, buried the others, and commenced operations. 
After Inverting tbe little thing for a minute or two, I wiped Its 
mouth and throat as dry as I could conveniently. Then with the 
thumb and forefinger of the left band, I took hold of tbe tip of 
the tongue and drew It well forward, thus opening the mouth 
and throat. With my right hand I grasped the thorax, the back 
resting In my palm and tbe ribs well enclosed by my thumb and 
fingers—and made regular but intermitting compressions of tbe 
chest. This slternste contraction snd relsxstlon I repeated as 
often ts every three or four seconds for nine or ten minutes. I 
wss then rewarded by seeing a slight convulsive gasp, which was 
the first Indication of returning life. This artificial respiration 
was continued about ten minutes longer, the gasps becoming 
more snd more frequent and leu convulsive, until at the end of 
that time the breathing and circulation were well established. 
The puppy was then given to the mother, who seemed to know 
just how to warm lt up. 

Ou the following day no one would suspect that the little thing 
had ever been dead! It is to-day one of the smartest ones In tbe 
litter. I send you this In the hope tbst it msy sometime be of 
service In ssvlng s life of more value. The lesson tanght is, that 
fifteen or even twenty minutes under water is not necessarily sure 
death, If artificial respiration Is practiced Intelligently and ; lereiel - 
lugly. Dr. Fell. 


Raising Puppies. —Baltimore, Md.— Editor Chicago Field :— 
For tbe benefit of Repentance, allow me to give my experience 
about raising puppies. In November, 1877, my bitch whelped 
five healthy puppies I fed largely to tbe mother, giving milk, 
and did the same to tbe litter. The pups thrived and grew for 
tbe first four weeks; afier that neither areca nnt nor sautoulne 
saved them. End of litter number one. In February, 1878, 
another bitch had four puppies. I fed only tbe puppies ou milk, 
limiting the mother to her regular food of meal and meat boiled 
together. Reeult, same as above; cause, worms. In April, a 
third bitch whelped seven. No milk was given until they were 
six weeks old. Then when taken from the mother, they were fed 
almost entirely upon It. Again death of all except one; cause, 
worms. Now, In two litters subsequently, In April and May, of 
this year, no milk has been given, and all the puppies lived, and 
are living now. The food has been a mush of bread, gravy, pota¬ 
toes, and a little meat now and then (well cooked). 1 have yet 
to see any symptoms of wormB In any of the puppies. In the 
first three cases tbe mother was well fed up all the lime. In the 
last two coses they were fed only twice a day, but good food at 


One writer aays: “I have bred dogs In England and Scotland 
for many years, and may add with great success. Worms In 
pupa are s very common thing, and are always attended with 
danger. The worma you describe are called ‘ milk worms, i. *., 
they are formed whilst the pupa are still aucklng, and are gener¬ 
ated through tbo bitches’ milk. To prevent this, one must be 
careful In feeding the bitch before she pupa as well as afterwards. 

I always give my bitches some castor oil two dsya before pup¬ 
ping; this aids them while pupping and keeps them In good 
health. Had you given each pup say nearly a table spoonful of 
warm water with common table salt In It they would have thrown 
up tbe worma and possibly recovered. This Is my experience, 
which I am always glad to give to any one, though lt may not be 
worth much.” 

The other writer says: “Having had much experience In 
raising most all kinds of dogs, and of late years losing so few, I 
might say none, In comparison, I think I can put you on the 
right track, with very simple remedies. Iu tbe commencement 
I will say It la all ‘ bosh,’ the preparatory feeding snd dosing of 
bitches whilst In whelp. -Feed them as you usually do—always 
avoiding sweet milk, which will always, or nearly so. kill soy 
puppies It Is fed to. I have but one treatment for puppies, via., 
feed them buttermilk as soon as they will begin to lap—generally 
when two or three weeks old, and soon after crumble In It well 
cooked corn bread, crumbled up fine, no lumps. This you can 
keep up until several months old. Of four flue litters of puppies 
(Llewellln setters) raised in past taro yean I have never lost one 
or had a sick one. Tbe buttermilk la fattening and keeps your 
puppies clear of worms. I Imagine the milk you fed your bitch 
was sweet milk; Is It sol (Tea, lt wasao.— Repentance) After 
your puppies are three or four month* old, take, twice a week, a 
piece of common copperaa the alaa of a pea and put It on a 
shovel, hold it over the fire until It la hot enough to burn cop¬ 
peras, and It turn* white or ash color, scrape It off and give this 
amount to each puppy In a piece of bread or meat, twice per 
week, and you will keep It healthy aud avoid distemper long aa 
treatment Is continued, or at least until grown. I keep It up 
until dogs are eighteen month* old. These two simple mode* of 
treatment are all I use, tnd I believe I can raise 99 out of every 
100 puppies I should care for. I merely write this to assist a 
brother sportsman who teems to be In trouble, and expect no re¬ 
ward. Try my plan once, utd I would like to know the reaulL 
Let your bitch have all the fluid* tbe will tske after whelping— 
buttermilk, beef soup, etc., and If you ever have occasion to dose 
for worms don’t use Areca not, or Santonins, only the common 
Fahnestock's vermifuge, followed with castor oil.'' 

I hope, Mr. Editor, I commit no breach of confidence when I 
•end you the above quotations, for 1 really feel aa If I would like 
to give them to your readers, and not "put them under a bush¬ 
el. A few daya ago an old experienced breeder, and one of the 
Judges at the first Dctriot dog show, Informed me that garlic boiled 
up In milk waa oos of the beat of remedies for worma, both la 
puppies and grown dog*. 1 am going to try It upon the first 
occasion that presents itself, and aa (here I* no oil to be used 
afterwards, If effective I do not set why It should not be preferred 
In preference to all other dangerous drugs snd medicines.

Hole 3. Tbe committee, or autboritlee, reserve to themselves the right 
to exclude auy dog or dogs belonging to any peraon who has been 
proved, lo Ihe satisfaction of tbe committee, to have mlscuudncted him- 
self In any way In connection with dogs, dog shows, or dog trials. 

Runs 4. No dog shall be qualified lo compete, or entitled to rocclvc a 
prize, Rewarded, who Is suffering from mange, or any other form of 
contagious disease. 

Rule 5. A peraon, duly qualified, appointed by the committee, shall 
decide whether a dog Is, or la not, suffering (Tom mange or any other 
contagious disease, and shall give hla opinion Immediately to the super¬ 
intendent, or committee of the show, In writing, and If found to be af¬ 
flicted with any aucb dlaease, the dog shall be at once removed. 

Rule 6. Dogs arc to he Judged by the acale of points as found In the 
recent edition of Stonehenge's Dogs of the British Isles. 

Rule 7. No dog shall be penalized for having a docked tail. If doga 
are shedding their coats, duo allowance will be made for the same. 

Rule 8. An entry Ice of Eg.00 will be made lu all sporting classes,and 
tl.OU In the non aportlng classes. The entrance lee Includes care and 
reed of the doga. 

Rule 9. Due diligence will be need for tbe care and safety of all dogs 
exhibited (watchmen being on duty both night and day), but It mutt bo 
dlstlntly understood that the managers wllloot be responsible fur loss 
or damage to say dog exhibited, whether the reanlt of accident or any 
othereaose. 

Rule 10. Tbe declalon of the judges will be final In all cases, unless 
misrepresentation or collusion should be shown. 

Rule 11. Judges will be Instructed lo withhold the prizes offered In 
any claaaea where there Is no competition, unleaa the animal or animals 
exhibited possesses suitable merit, In wblrh case their discretion shall 
govern Ihe prises to be awarded, either first or second, and they will 
also he Instructed to withhold prizes where the doga do not come up to 
the proper standard of merit. 

Rule IS. The superintendent will refute to allow any dog that la !n- 
focted with any contagions disease, or so virions as lo be unsafe, to re¬ 
main lu the exhibition room. In absence of owner, Uy: dog Will be re¬ 
moved at owner's risk. 

Rule IS. Persons competing for prizes will not be allowed to remove 
their doga from the exhibition room, unless hy the consent of the super¬ 
intendent, nntil the dose of the exhibition. No dog will be received 
nnleae (applied with suitable chain and collar. 

Rule 14. Parties wishing to ezhlhlt dogs, aud oot attend tbe exhlbl 
lion In person, hy directing to tbe secretary of the show, shall bare 
them well cared ft>r and returned as they shall direct. Any prise which 
may have ben awarded them will he forwarded. 

Rule lb —The Judging will commence each day at 10 o'clock a. m. 
All doga must be In their stalls at that lime. 

Kut.a IS. No doga css leave the building before Friday owning, the 
Uth Inst., hefure 4o'clock p. m But exhibitor, will he nllowed to take 
tbslr dogs boms every evening at 8 o'clock upon loavlD| a deposit of 
five dollars, wblrh will be returned on the reproducing or the dog before 
10 o'clock tbe next morning.

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CAME THIEVES. 

An each week roll* on It accumulate* additional evidence 
of bow universally, we might say, the game laws are violated. A 
correspondent writes us from Mankato, Minn., that very little at¬ 
tention Is paid to the game law. Reports of a similar character 
come from other portions of Minnesota, as also from Illinois, 
Iowa, Wisconsin and other sections of the country. It seems 
really as though the game thieves are Increasing each year. 

At one time Illinois was the champion state, without dispute, 
as the residence of the game thieves, but now Iowa at least di¬ 
vides honors, and the question of chtmplon Is so close between 
the two states that It Is safe to say It Is a tie. In many localities 
they openly assert their determination to ahoot out of sea¬ 
son. It exhibits a wretched state of things, when a lot of game 
thieves can openly steal the property of the state and bid defi¬ 
ance to the law, and the community, amidst which these thefts 
are committed, quietly submit to It. 

We use the term game thief, for aucb, and such only, Is a man 
who sboota a bird out of season. The law defines very thoroughly 
that a game bird is the property of the commonwealth, uutil 
killed and reduced to possession, when it becomes the properly 
of the psrty killing It; but the law at the same time specifies 
when It shall be killed, and Imposes a penalty of money, or Im¬ 
prisonment for killing It any other time than permitted by the 
statutes. During the close season therefore, It Is the common 
property of the residents of the state, In which each has a pro¬ 
prietory right, but which be la privileged to enforce only dur¬ 
ing the time the law designates. Such being the fset he who 
steps In prior to such legal time and acquires possession robs his 
fellow citizens, because he has seized and possessed himself of 
that which was his neighbors,''without giving his neighbors a 
chance to exercise the right, to possess. He Is therefore a thief, 
and amenable to the law for arrrest, for he haa stolen from the 
commonwealth and robbed the community at large; hence we 
think we are justified In terming any such fellow a gafiie 
thief. V 

We cannot understand wherein exists the Incentive to shooV 
game out of season. There Is uot a fellow who does It but 
knows he Is doing a dirty, mean, contemptible act. He haa 
to snesk out aud sneak Id, and as one cri ue leads to another, 
he has to cover up bis theft by resorting to lies; and such a fel¬ 
low can Ue more glibly than be can even kill game. 

It Is distressing to witness this condition of things, and shows 
a necessity of a radical change In our syatem of game protection, 
and though last, not least, of those peculiar institutions called 
sportsmen’s clubs, which are as a rule the most useless institu¬ 
tions which exist. OccaslonaUy only, we hear of. some good 
being done by them, but for one which Is of any use, there are 
fifty, If not a hundred, which are what they profess to be oDly In 
name. 

As each cloud has a silver lining, It la pleasant to note a few 
of these exceptions to the common rule. The 8L Paul Sports¬ 
men’s Club bss been doing good work in policing the grounds lu 
the vicinity of St. Paul and preventing violations of the game 
law. This la not the first time we have had occaalon to call at¬ 
tention to the good work of this club, for durlDg the done season 
the member* of the club are very vigilant to suppreaa the Illicit 
traffic In game In tbelr vicinity, and numerous are the Instances 
(o which they have seized aod confiscated large shipments of 
game out of tbelr state, during the cloee season. The St. Paul 
Sportsmen’s Club Is composed of the very best speclmeus of (As 
sportsman. The Waverly Sportsmen's Club is another club en¬ 
titled to honor; It arrested Charles Sldnam, of Bremer county 
for shooting prairie chickens, a Sioux City, Iowa, correspondent 
writes us, and he was fined 142.95. Another, a younger club, 
but all the more to be honored, la the Jonesboro, III., Gun Club, 
but a little over a month old, and It has obtained two con¬ 
victions for shooting wild turkles, one amounting to $14.50; the 
game thief could not or would not pay and so served out ten 
days In jail; the other paid $13.50, a high price for a wild turkey. 
Not content, the club Is collecting evidence against a party ahoot- 
Ing half grown qualla. We hope It will be aa successful In this 
and other cases aa It was In the two first mentioned. 

But after all the question la what Is to be done to Infuse life, 
spirit, and a proper appreciation of the subject Into our sports¬ 
men’s clubs I • Certainly they are aa a rule of do use, and In 
many Instances, among the members are to be found the worst 
violators of the law It Is Impossible to continue In the present 
condition much longer, for the game Is fast disappearing, and 
before long It will matter bnt little whether we have sportsmen’s 
clnbs or not. Those of the present day will be well adapted for 
that time; now they are ahead of the period. In U» mean time 
let ne try and see what can be done to save the game. It were 
wiser to try to fit the sportsmen’s clubs to the game, than the 
game to the clnbs, for the game thief Is doing that, and If al¬ 
lowed to continue will effectually accomplish It.

Timidity aod iucipcrieoee .mnog the ladies 
was overcome by acquaintance aud txpniltDsui. each trial giving 
new strength and confidence, aud u*eatlug a laudable ambition 
to win next time.

Milwaukkb, Wis.— BdUor Chicago field In the Cuicaoo 
Field of April the 5th, 1879, on page 128, appeared an article 
from the pen of ‘‘ Oulskonsln ” In regard to the formation of a 
State Sportsmen's Association, for Wiacontln; the object being 
the enforcement of the laws for the protection of game and fish 
In this state, and fellowship.

The Central Association. —We mentioned a short time 
since that the Audubon Club of Jacksonville Intended bolding a 
convention In September next, for the pnrpoae of forming a 
Central Illinois Association, the object being to Induce the for¬ 
mation of clubs lu the central aud southern portions of tbe 
state, to make It auilllsry to the state association, and to create 
an Interest lu the protectlou of game. The meeting promises 
to be a great success, and the date haa been fixed for 8ept. 9, 
10 and 11. In connection with It there will be a tournament. 
The list of prizes are numerous and worth competing for, ag¬ 
gregating nearly $800. 

The Tollbston Club. —The Tolleeton Club uow controls the 
Calumet marshes adjacent to the Club Houee, extending some 
three miles on both banks of the marsh, from within about a 
quarter of a mile from tbe Ft. Wayne R. R. bridge, to a point 
just below wbat la known as the “ Old Landing.’’ The club has 
absolute possession of 2,000 seres, and will prosecute sny one en¬ 
croaching on its premises. It has erected signs and put out 
notices, defining Its boundaries, and has employed competent 
officers to make any necessary arrests. This la somewhat a new 
departure lu this section of the couDtry, but there are many 
clubs In the East who have tbelr own game preserves. 

The Opening or tbe Season.— On the afternoon of the 14th 
there was a large exodus of sportsmen, from the city, with bright 
anticipations of rare sport on the morrow. Those who were go¬ 
ing a greater distance than they could reach In a night’s travel, 
left on the 18th, and some on the 12th. We learn from the 
majority of those who went a few hours travel from the city, 
and who have returned, that the game thieves had got In sev¬ 
eral days before them and cleaned tbe birds out. Two gentle¬ 
men of oar acquaintance, who expended twenty-five dollars each 
for the trip, got on* prairie chicken—very bad food and worse 
beds. 

—Since our lest Issue we have bad arrested James 
Magner, of 76 Abams St,, for selling teal docks Aug. 10, and 
prairie chickens, and docks Aug. 14. Also Tibbetts A Garland, 
849 Wabaah avenue, for telling prairie chlclvne Ang. ft. 
Magner’* case will be tried Augost 22nd, and Tibbetts A Gar¬ 
land's case Aug. 25th, before Justice Hammer. John M. 
White’s case, mentioned In our last lasue, will be tried Auguat 
Slat.

Sport In Honth-Eastern Africa—A Cover of Lions. 

Just before starting, two of tba bearer* reported them¬ 
selves sick; but thinking that the rhinoceros meet wee at 
the bottom of It, I merely gave them each such medicine as 
would counteract tbe effect* of oveMndnlgence, end they started 
with their loads, seemingly In good enough health. We had not, 
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however, gone five mile* before lint one end then'the other 
knocked op; end on examining more particularly Into their symp¬ 
tom*, I erne sorry to And thet It wee undoubtedly ferer they were 
suffering from. Nothing could be done until the next ccmp wee 
reeched,except relieve them of their burden*; end ee ell the hunt¬ 
er*, with Dalsiel eud myself, sepereted from the beer ere shout 
live miles (ram the Pongole river, where we were to esmp, I did 
not see them sgsln till evening. On stertlng to bant we ell 
ecettered over the country; but I bed hardly gone e hundred 
yards, end wee In the ect of epproecblng e smell clump of thorn 
Jungle, when e male lion rase on It* edge, end began to growl 
end snarl. As be did so three more heeds showed themselves 
behind him, and e little to the left I could hear e mattered, 
moaning sound, which I well knew to betoken more lions. Such 
s number as this was, I thought, rather too maDy to tackle single- 
handed—ell the more to thet only one of my gun bearers could 
be depended upon at a pinch; to I remained where 1 was, merely 
sounding the well-known hunter's call-whistle, made In Imitation 
of the words "Come here; here Is spoor." At the sound reached 
those within bearing, they looked rouod, caught sight of me. 
and knowing from my staodlug In one place that I had called 
them with a purpose, came np at a run, and In a few minutes I 
was Joined by Dalsiel and live hunters Meanwhile the lions, on 
seeing the approaching reinforcement, determined on a counter- 
demonstration, and Hon after Hon rose In a leisurely manner from 
out tho grass, until I began to think a lion parliament must have 
been convened, snd I had stumbled upon It. There were really 
only nine In front of me, three old males, with magnificent flow¬ 
ing manes two young though full-grown males, and four lionesses; 
but the way one after another rote was quite bewildering, and 
m.de their numbers seem legion until reduced to units by the help 
of practical arithmetic. The hunters on discovering the species 
of game for which they bad been called were unanimous in de¬ 
siring us to let them alone, pointing out that nine lions were 
more than a match for nine men, while we were only seven, the 
gun bearers counting for nothing. 1 was fully prepared for some 
such argument, and replied that If we were going to allow the 
lion* to buut the couutry instead of us, the sooner we went back 
to tbe colonies the better, and that It was useless talking, as Dal- 
slel and 1 Intended to Are at them, whether tbe hunters chose to 
assist us or not. To clench the argument, 1 asked Dalxlel to 
walk forward with me, which he at once did, both of us Intima¬ 
ting to our respective gun bearers that we would Ore at them In¬ 
stead of the llous, If they ran away with our guns. 

The troop was about seventy yards from us, all standing ex¬ 
cept three, which bad lain down again, and all growling and 
displaying their magnltlcent teeth. The ground was perfectly 
open, the only covert being the thicket In their rear, and I 
thought It best to lessen tbe distance by half before attempting 
to Are. I must admit It was nervous work, and my heart thumped 
against my side, as If It considered Its present position highly 
dangerous; but, after my somewhat grandiloqueut speech to 
the natives. I was obliged to conceal any agitation 1 might have 
felt, and outwardly to walk up to the Hons as If they were a covey 
of partridges. Dalzlel and 1 did not advance alone, for the 
hunters feared leaving us In the lurch more than they did the 
lions, and followed dose behind us; Indeed, I may say when they 
found I was nut going to act upon their suggestion that discre¬ 
tion was the belter part, they showed ts much pluck as anybody, 
and one of thorn, by bis coolness and steady shooting, In all 
probabUlty saved uiy life. Our united approach was meanwhile 
having its effect on the Hone. Two more lay down, probably 
ready to spring; while one of the old malea, all of whom were 
on their legs, was evidently fast working himself Into a rage. 
Every now and then be would take three or four bounds toward 
us, growling horribly, and bis Immense mane standing erect with 
anger, retiring again sideways, so ss always to face us. The 
other two seemed more peaceably Incllued; but tbe whole troop 
evinced a determination to show light, and I thoroughly believe 
that had we turned back at that moment, It would have been 
the slgual for them to charge en matte. 

At last we got to about thirty yards distance; and as tbe Ill- 
tempered male, wbo was considerably the biggest of the lot, was 
evidently getting very wroth Indeed, 1 thought It would be pru¬ 
dent to commence with him, lest he should take tbe Initiative. 
Telling, therefore, the hunters to reserve tbelr Ore until after 
both Dalxlel and I had emptied our guns, we decided among 
ourselves that be should have the honor of the first shot, while I 
stood by ready In esse be should fall In killing the brute outright. 
So, taking, somewhat io my surprise, one of bis elephant guns, 
be kneeled down snd took ss cool snd steady a shot at the 
broad chest before him is If he bsd been practicing at s bottle. 
Tbe great gun boomed out, snd the Hon, with a stifled 
roar, sprang high In tbe sir, and feU on the ground Id Us 
last convulsive struggles. The effect oo tbe troop was di¬ 
verse. Two of the lionesses sod one of the young males made s 
couple of bounds Into the thicket and disappeared; tbe remaining 
males sprang towards us, but halted the second after; one of the 
lionesses remained crouched flat, while the fourth, with a vindic¬ 
tive roar and lashing her tides with her tall, launched herself Into 
tbe sir snd charged straight at me. I bad a double smooth-bore 
ten, snd the Instant I saw she meant It I let fly with both barrels, 
tbe second doubling her up, but not stopping her. Buatcblng 
another from my gun-bearer, who stood his ground like a man, 1 
fired again, though no longer with so good an aim; and, though 
both balls entered her body, she did not even shudder ss they 
struck, snd as I turned to run I felt that I had a very srnaU 
chance of coming out of this affair with whole bones. Firing 
such a heavy gun as the one Dalsiel bad Just made use of always 
stuns one for s second after, and hence he waa not ready with 
his other to help me. Tbe Kaffir* tlto teemed paralysed at tbe 
Imminence of my self-eougbt danger, but fortaoately one retained 
bit telf-potsetslou, snd for the third time, during my hunting 
career he saved my life, the lloneaa falling, shot through the 
heart, about a yard behind me. However nervous a man may be 
before tbs fight begins (I think “ nervou#" It* more generally ac¬ 
ceptable word than " afraid ”), when ha has bean chased within 
sn Inch of bit life as I had Just been he la apt to forget about It, 
and to become cross, snd 1 think I may truthfully describe my 
present stale of feeling ss crossness st things In general. This 
disposition 1 st once proceeded to show by Instantly ramming 
cartridges Into my gun, shouting for my gun bearers In a very 
peremptory manner Indeed, and viciously rushing back toward 
the Jungle, where I had left the remainder of the troop. Tbe 
burners, however, headed by Dalsiel, bsd commened a spirited 
attack on them on teeing the Honest fall, with the immediate re¬ 
sult of making them all take refuge In the thicket, except one old 
male, who, bard hit, came tumbling along toward* us on three 
legs, Informing us very audibly of bit amiable Intentions toward 
us If be could catch anyone. The hunters not having breech¬ 
loaders st once took to their heels, which, as they could run a 
great deal fas tar than tbe lion, soon put them In complete 
safety. Daltlel bad done something to hla cartridge belt, 
and bit guns were for tbe second empty, and ao 1 was 
left to stop the old bruts'* eharge. I think I must 
have been mry eras# at haring had to run away before ell hands, 
for oo thle occasion I declined to budge an loch; and, waiting 
till tbe lion wee not more than six or seven yards from me, I put 
up tbe gun and shot It la the throat, tumbling It over; and aa 
It made an effort to gat up sgsln, I took a sup or two nearer, 


and, putting tbe muzzle of the gun within a yard of lie head, blew 
tta brains out 

Three were thus satisfactorily accounted for; but Dalxlel sod 
the buntere declaring that at leaat two of tbe othera were bard 
hit, It was decided to send a gun bearer at the top of bis speed, 
to overtake tbe bsggage carriers, snd bring back the four Boar 
bounds wblcb were with them. Meanwhile we bsd been Joined 
by four more banters,'who bad been attracted by tbe firing, and 
tbe excitement among tbe whole body at the death of ao many 
Hoot was Immense. Indeed, the nolee they made In yelling out 
tbe great hunting tong reserved for such occasions, sod tn shout¬ 
ing the “ strong name* " of their ancestors, was In Itaelf sufficient 
to have Intimidated any wild beast within hearing, to tty nothing 
of several shots fired st random Into tbe thicket In which tbe 
remainder of tbe troop had taken refuge. This did not exceed 
three acres In extent; and aa It was separated by st least three 
hundred yards from the next patch of Jungle, nothing could get 
away without running the gauntlet of our bullets. After waiting 
for nearly an boar, chiefly occupied In examining and admiring 
our prlxee, and noting tbe bullet marks In them, our messenger 
returned not only with the dogs, but with tbe whole lot of tbe 
carriers and the remaining three hunters, so that we now mus¬ 
tered strongly enough, aa far ts numbers went, though tbe car¬ 
riers were more likely to be In tbe way In the case of s charge 
than to assist tbe guns. However, the native mind receives 
much comfort from tbe ssfety-ln-numbers point of view, arguing 
that a lion can only catch one person st a time, and each one 
trusting to bit own running powers to avoid that fate, so that 
boasting and bragging went on loudly enough until brought to 
a sudden and aomewbut ludicrous termination. 

Tbe moment the dogs arrived I took them up to the dead Hons, 
and It was curious to note the difference In behavior between tbe 
Boar bonnds snd some native cure belonging to the banters. As 
tbe former got tbe scent of tbelr feline majesties tbelr heckles 
simultaneous rose, their bodies became stiller and more erect, 
and they began to utter low aDd menacing growls; tbe cure, on 
the contrary, Instantly put their tails betweeu tbelr legs, and 
with many whines sought safely behind their masters, by whom 
they were received with kicks snd curses. Even s large power¬ 
ful dog which was firet-rste st buffalo, slunk away on finding 
with wbat It bad now to deal. As soon ss I was satisfied that 
my dogs had comprehended tbe situation, Dalxlel took half tbe 
hunters rouod to guard tbe opposite side, and then, going as 
near the thicket as was safe, I cheered them in. Away tbey 
went, cautiously no doubt, ss became tbe occasion, but without 
tbe least hesitation, and had hardly disappeared from view when 
tbey began to give tongue. The bearers and buntere were all 
a landing behind me, still loudly talking, when suddenly, amid 
the din of hounds and men, the angry roar of a Hon was beard, 
and a second afterwards out bolted Tolwa, closely pursued by a 
lioness, who waa In turn followed by tbe other three doge. She 
was only about twenty yards off, presenting her broadside to me, 
and I at once covered her shoulder and fired, rolling her over 
like a rabbit. Just as the hounds reacber her bind quarters she 
sprang up again, and, wheeling like lightning, sprang back Into 
covert, despite the bullets wblcb whistled about her, giving poor 
“Nation” aa she passed him such a blow with her fore paw as 
seut blm on to bis back bowling and tnalmed for life. Turning 
rouod at this moment, I saw an amusing scene. In tbe fore¬ 
ground, standing scattered about twenty yards off, were some 
half-dozen buntere hastily pouring In powder from tbelr horns, 
or ramming down lll-tlttlng bullets with the aid of an Iron ram¬ 
rod and a stone; behind them were a few bearers armed with 
shields and assagais, looking very much aa If they would like to 
jolu their brethren, who were scudding across the flat towards 
such trees aa tbey considered w> uld afford safe shelter. As I 
looked a general yell touok place, even two or three nf the hunt¬ 
ers taking to their heels, and on glam-log round I saw that one 
of the Ilona had broken covert a little to the left, aud waa rapidly 
making Its escape lu tbe same direction as the bearers were run¬ 
ning. Thinking that the brute, which was lu truth as much 
frightened ss tbey were, wss charging them, the latter fairly fiew, 
blankets and shields being cast to the winds; nor wss It until tbe 
Hon slightly altered Its course that their terror abated. I could 
not fire at Uret for fear of hitting the m«D, though, eveu had It 
been otherwise, I was too much convulsed with laughter to have 
taken a steady aim. 

Some delay, of course, took place while the skins were being 
removed, snd while the fat sud other portions coveted by tbe 
natives were collected, snd sunset was fast approaching as we 
neared the pougolo. As, however, Dalxlel and I could Dot eat 
lion’s flesh, and the rhiuoceroe of yesterday was aa tough aa shoe 
leather, we-left the bearer to form the camp, and again started to 
hunt. There were many herds of Impslla (Autllope melampus) 
In sight, but they kept well away from the patches of thorn 
Jungle, where tbelr feline enemies might be concealed, and I 
could not get near them; ao I turned away from tbe opeu coun¬ 
try to tbe tblck bush which lines the river, In hopes of finding 
something there which would serve to satisfy our hunger. Spoor 
I saw In enormous quantities, evidently proving that there was a 
great deal of game In the neighborhood, but of Its makers 1 saw 
nothing, and bad already tarned my face campwarda, when In the 
dim light I noticed a small white objectenove In tbe grass before 
me. On further examination I made it out to be either the head 
or tall of tome animal, and putting up mj gun I fired. Aa tbe 
smoke cleared, I saw tbe object ou t^e ground struggling to 
rite, snd on going nearer It jumped up, when I saw that It was 
an akonka or male busbbuck, which ran about fifty yards In s 
staggering condition, and then feU dead. It had been the tall I 
I had seen, and the ball, entering Ita root, had passed through 
the whole length of the animal, going out st the neck. Yet It 
had found strength to run fifty yards afterward. On reaching 
camp 1 found Dalxlel had been more lucky than I, and bad killed 
two ImpaUaa, a ram. and a doe, while one of the buntere bad also 
brought In a doe. My akonka was, In consequence, relegated to 
the bounds, as, never very good eating, It was not even to be 
compared with doe Impallas, which are, when in Condition, about 
the best African antelope I know.—D. In London FUd. 


Trapping a Wolf In Bavaria. 


A wolf la a very acute customer—so very scute, Indeed, that It 
taka* sn uncommonly clever man to succeed In trapping him, 
and this la not done directly, at would be tbe cate of a fox. To 
put the matter dearly, I may state, for the benefit of those of 
my reedere who do not profess to understand trapping, that for 
a fox a spring trap Is’geuerslly baited wttb a choice monel, and 
generally succeeds, after a Ume, If properly set; but a wolf never 
ootne* near a trap If he knows It. Therefore, all tbe baiting In 
tbe world will oever bring blm directly Into the steel Jaws, !t be 
can at all detect them by aoent or otherwise. This peculiarity 
of hla being well known to tbe forester*, whenever the wolf tribe 
get troubleeodfe, sod It become* needful to get rid of a few of 
them, tbe foresters proceed to place a belt a* decoy qlmply, snd 
rouod it they dltpo e four or five or more large steel traps, ready 
to bt sprung tbe moment anything or anybody alights ou them. 
Now, If a wolf, In hit perambulations, cornea across the scent of 
tbs bolt, forthwith be aete about lluding out where It I*. Tbit 
be I* not long la doing, tor hi* power* of scent are of tbe meet 
acute description, but aa soon aa be gets within thirty yards or to 


of tbe tempting morsel be stops short, Inhales tbe (to him) de 
llclous perfume, but bit natural suspiciousness forbids him to go 
to It straightway. He must first try to find out If there be any 
danger luntlng about, snd so, first on one side and then on tbe 
other, be rambles rouud the bait, keeping bis eyes on It, snd 
greedily anxious to selxe It. This attention to tbe bait takes bla 
attention away from the around be Is treading upon, and tbua 
eventually, whilst tDeaklng around tbe meat he longs for, and yet 
dreads to aelse, be Inevitably tread* Into one of tbe open and 
bidden traps. Click 1 goes tbe spring, and be la caught, generally 
by one leg. 

An Inexperienced man might then think that tbe wolf’s cap¬ 
ture waa safe enough, but again 1 must undeceive blm. If the 
trap which hold* him Is secured firmly lu Its place, snd tbe 
wolf fiDde that be la held fast, be will not hesitate a moment to 
gnaw off bla leg, so aa to regain his liberty. He Is such a wild 
beast, In tbe full acceptation of the term, that tbe slightest firm 
check to bis liberty of motion sets him raving, snd be will tear 
his limb away In sbreda, If caugbt by tbe paw, or cut his leg 
with his teeth If be Is held above the knee. 

This being so, foresters who know what they are about are 
content to set the trape (pretty heavy ones) perfectly loose, but 
st the end of tbe chain, which Is generally very stout, they rig 
out a sharp four-pronged grapnel, to act aa a check on the woll’a 
flight, and to mark tbe way be went, by scratching the ground, 
grass, moee, etc., and thus enabling the trap setter to follow the 
track easily, eveu under the thickest of covert. When more¬ 
over, tbe ground gets thick with brambles, roots, etc., the grap¬ 
nel soon books Itaelf Into tome protruding object, and thus de¬ 
tains the wolf. If It does not bold him too tight he will struggle 
to pull along aa mucb as possible, but be will not tblnk of using 
bis teeth. He only resorts to them to free himself when he finds 
himself held perfectly fast. 

During my shooting trip In Bavaria, Kasper (the keeper at 
whose bouse I waa staying) trapped three or four wolves, and we 
Invariably found them without anj difficulty, although one of 
them actually had dragged his trap more than 200 yards. We 
Invariably shot the beggars as soon aa we got a clear view of them; 
but often foresters take them alive, when tbey are not mucb 
burl, and sell them to perambulating menageries, xoologlcal 
gardens, and private Individuals who are fond of having such 
animals about their places. 

Oue of the underkeepera. named Karl, thus trapped and caught 
one before me. It was very easily done,although at first it puzzled 
me to make out how It could be managed. He came up one 
morning before daybreak, and wilh Kasper, came to wake me. 

" We are going to look at roy traps," said he. “ If you would 
like to come with us, sir, I believe I have a catch, for I beard 
some fine howling as I wss coming along. If tbe beast Is hurt 
you can have a fine shot at him, but If be ts not, I want to catch 
blm for a gentleman who lives at the town." I very willingly 
went with them. We tracked the wolf by the trap marks about a 
hundred yards, and then we came upon him; the grapnel had 
caugbt Into a root, aud he was then at bay. “ He is all right," 
quoth Kasper, after a moment’s survey; "let us secure hlin,” 
and he and Karl began uncoiling several very suspicious-looking 
ropes, and Karl, moreover, took out of hla pocket a very stout 
collar wltb a chain and a broad leather muzzle. 

“That wllMIt him to a nicety," said he, holding up the latter, 
with a grin. 

“ He has not got it on yet," I said, “ and be looks as though he 
waa not going to put up with It very kindly." 

“ Ah, well, kindly or not, he will have to wear it, anyhow," 
said Ka-per.

I thank you, Will ’o the Wisp, but 1 must decline your In¬ 
genious proposition. 

Will ’o the Wisp’s greatest objection to the distance I proposed, 
Is the tickling of bis ablns by stray pellets. I will now split the 
difference with him and suggest a rifle at forty yards, be to go 
as fast as he wishes, providing be bolds the level dead on the 
center of bis hip. I anticipate his reply, “ None of that In mine,” 
proving without a doubt bis shaky belief In the bold ahead 
theory, but a fast and abiding faith In the Anger which tappetb 
when the eye plerceth, and which fllncbeth not until the charge 
Is sped. 

Now, Mr. Editor, a word with you and your readers, and I’m 
done, with another diagram thrown In, which I will venture to 
say shows more fully the expediency of holding ahead than any 
which the advocates of this theory themselves have produced. 
Now don’t scream gentlemen, you'll scare the elephant. I have 
seen the place and “ the point ” all the while, but paper shooting 
and field shooting are very different, and besides this, you know 
“ It’s hard to teach an old dog new tricks.” 
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Now for tbe illustration; we will say there are two guns at 9, 
which we will designate by the letters A and B. (Twoguoscan- 
not occupy the tame place at tbe same time, but for the sake of 
demonstration, tbeprlndple Is tbe same.) A is given a bird at 3, 
flying in the direction 3, 4, to be pulled on at 4, while B is given 
a bird at 1 flying In the direction 1, 3, to be pulled on at 3. Tbe 
lines 1, 8, and 8, 4, of course being equal and the birds starting 
from their points at the same instant and flying at the same 
speed, will necessarily be pulled on at tbe same lime at their re¬ 
spective points, 3 and 4. It will be seen that A’s gun moves 
twice as fast as B’s, and whether be holds on or ahead we will 
grant that he kills bis bird, which is struck at 6 on the (lotted 
line of the shot's course, 9, 6. The Instant that A’s bird Is hit 
at 6, B's bird Is at 5, and now the question ari^e, “ Where is 
B's charge!" Why, of course It is at the point 8 on the arc 6, 8, 
7, (said arc having for its radius 9, 6) and scarcely two-thirds of 
the way, and which will of course not And the bird at S when it 
gets there. 

Iu fact, I have allowed too great an angle In the flight or 
course of B’s charge. The point of Intersection really should be 
between 5 and 3.' Why I Slmplv because tbe side motion of B’s 
gun was only one-half as much as A’s, while the charge or force 
of powder was the same; consequently, the proper direction 
should have been In a Hue close to 9, 3, making the charge fall 
much further behind the bird than I have represented in my 
diagram. 

1 like to see a man, Mr. Editor, make a square stand-up 
fight, and knowing be la right, to go ahead; but 1 dislike equally 
as much to see him when be Is whipped, let bis obetluacy shield 
the glare of his ignorance, or to use tbe Mark Tmin-ieh dialect 
of this “gilded age,” I like to see him “knock under” and 
“ come to taw ’’ when he Is wrong. 

I repeat that I hold on a quartering bird at tbe distance of 
twenty to thirty yards, because I get enough lateral motion to 
Insure my bitting; but upon the points involved In the question of 
long distance I take off my bat to Mr. Van Dyke and trust I may 
be found tendering my quill with tbe same mien and spirit as 
that which characterized our beloved Lee when be surrendered his 
true and tempered steel over tbe stubborn ramparts of Richmond; 
trusting at tbe same time that Mr. Van Dyke will have some 
more mighty rocks from tbe summit of science, which we may 
be permitted to.grapple, Instead of playing with pebbles by tbe 
dark pathway of Ignorance and creduUty. Kit Kill bird.

Pomerot, Iowa. 

Eihtor Chicago Field: —The above question Is one that is 
continually Intruding Itself upon the notice of nearly every 
law-abiding sportsman In our great “ Hawkeye ” State. 

We have good authority tor believing that we have such an 
association, but wbat its objects are, and what are Its duties, are 
not to plain to many,perhaps,as they would wish; and of what use It 
Is, at present, would be even less apparent to the casual observer. 
That we have any game laws must, in a very large majority of 
cases, be proven by the fact that for a certain portion of the year, 
young grouse and prairie chickens are dubbed “snipe,” with a 
sly wink and a grin trom some old “potter,” that leads the ob¬ 
server to think that all may not be right, but by any enforcement, 
or attempt at such in any part of several counties near your cor¬ 
respondent, Is unheard of. 

From tbe middle of July there la a continual fusllade kept 
up, mercilessly slaughtering alike young grouse, duck, and 
quail, downy, pin-feathery, and scrawny of body, and weak of 
flight, fit subjects for the ruthless sneaks wbo set law and hu¬ 
manity alike at defiance by killing wantonly that which a few 
short weeks of time would present to the honorable sportsman 
the floest of early shooting, and All the bag with game, worthy 
the praise of any epicure of Delmonlco’a On the contrary, by 
this Inhuman practice, every honorable sportsman must submit 
to seeing the last bird shot before his face In close season, and 
by the opening day nothing but a three days’ jaunt from town 
will rvpay for soiling his gun. And the' same wretches who 
have despoiled tbe country of the game In which be had a right¬ 
ful share, are among the first to revile him for not being as de¬ 
praved as themselves and sharing with them In that barbarous 
sport that spares neither the worthless old birds nor tbe equally 
worthless fledglings, that for tbe sake of a few short moments 
of practice, will transform living animated creatures, God’s hand¬ 
iwork, from the germs of true sport, to masses of reeking car¬ 
rion; the birds, In many cases, either being left to rot where they 
fall, or are spoiled before they can be dressed, and are made 
food for crows In either case. 

That this Is all wrong no one can deny, and that severe diseases 
require powerful remedies, Is equally well known. Our last leg¬ 
islature gave us a law in every way as worthy of praise as could 



be expected tor a first attempt at severity. Tbe trouble ooly 
seems to lay In the proper enforcement of It by sportsmen’s 
clubs, and a suitable amount of activity on the part of the main 
organisation, that should provide for the necessary surveillance 
over the evil-doers In such parts of tbe state as have no local 
clubs, or tbe material from which to form them. 

To your correspondent It appears that a limited number of 
properly commissioned detectives, employed by the state associa¬ 
tion, would have the desired effect. On account of the provisions 
of the law their salaries would not need to be large, and their 
success would be sure, If they were men who could be recom¬ 
mended on account of a reasonable stock of natural acuteness. 

In various towns along this line, at least, it only needs the 
advent of the right man, properly commissioned, to bring the 
offenders to justice, as any number of “clear cases” can be found 
to such an extent as to make them fully realize that the way of 
tbe transgressor Is bard. 

Some of your readers may ask why a resident does not see lit 
to bring tbe case before the proper authorities. This can be 
easily answered to tbe satisfaction of anyone wbo will imagine 
himself the only sportsman among a horde of pot-hunters, and 
perhaps dependent upon the patrooage of these very men for the 
success of bis business. 

Such Is nearly or quite the poeltlon of many a true-hearted 
sportsman In tbe small towns of northwestern Iowa. Things 
even going to extremes far enough to openly threaten the life of 
tbe man who should file an Information, tbe guilty usually reason¬ 
ing that a neighbor who would file information for the prosecu¬ 
tion of a fellow-townsman could only be induced to do so by a 
feeling of resentment, and should be treated accordingly, while 
the feeling toward a regularly authorized officer In the faithful 
discharge of his duty, would of course be entirely different. 

That something must be done, and that soon, Is very apparent 
to one wbo has often looked over the situation in all Its different 
aspects. As this Is a part of tbe state where the residents of the 
older settled portions annually come for sport, It would seem 
that a reasonable amount of exertion for the preservation of 
game in their haunts would be entirely proper.

Holding Ahead. 

New York. 

Eidtob Chicago Field :—L ke others of your readers, I have 
been interested in the correspondence upon tbe subject of “ hold¬ 
ing ahead” which has appeared in the Chicago Field. 

Permit me to call your attention to a circumstance which may 
throw some light on the subject 

On the nroge of the National Rifle Association, at Creedmoor, 
la a target known as tbe “Running Deer,” which consists of the 
profile of a deer constructed of boiler Iron, and hung upon a 
truck, which, when pushed by tbe marker, slides down a track, 
laid upon a double Inclined plane, crossing 13S feet of level track 
In tbe center at a speed of about ten miles an hpur, and rises up 
the Incllued plane on the other side. It is shot at with rifles 
(generally Winchesters) at 100 yards, and can be shot at as often 
as possible while It is crossing “ the dangerons space,” 1. e. the 
central 135 feet, which it passes over in about four seconds. Tbe 
deer has an eight incb*bull’s-eye over the heart, enclosed by a 
center ring. The haunch is prohibited ground, and any competi¬ 
tor wbo strikes It Is fined ten cents, besides being scored s miss. 

A number of sportsmen, besides myself, have devoted a con¬ 
siderable amount of time to practice at this target, considering it 
the best possible practice for field shooting, and particularly val¬ 
uable as removing the tendency to be “slow on the trigger,” 
which Is too apt to follow mere target practice, and to spoil a 
man for game. Our experience is uniform that the only possi¬ 
ble way of hitting the deer is to hold fully three feet clean 
ahead of its breast, and that every time the aim is taken at the 
shoulder the bullet is sure to strike the haunch, If it does not 
pass behind its tall. In this respect our experience Is precisely 
what a mathematical calculation demonstrates, as to the distance 
which the deer moves during the time occupied by tbe bullet 
Id going over tbe 100 yards which separate the shooter from the 
target. 

A United States engineer officer took the trouble to prove this 
by lashing a broom In front of the deer aDd arranging a piece of 
paper upon It at different distances until he had established ex¬ 
actly the distance the aim was required to be taken In front of 
tbe bull’s-eye, and lo this way was able to make bull's-eyes every 
time. Unfortunately, however, when the match came on (and 
the broom-stick was taken away) he came to grief for want of It. 

Experience at this mark shows that any attempt to foUow 
from behind and “ get the bang of the motion,” as It Is gener¬ 
ally expressed, Is a failure The bullet goes where the sights 
are aligned when the trigger Is pulled, and If that mark Is 
moving It will go as much behlod It as It has moved dur¬ 
ing the time occupied by the ball to get to It. 

From the larger field which shot cover, as compared wiih a 
bullet, different results may seem to be produced and the shooter 
be deceived. But the rule Is established whin one comes to sight 
fine and shoot a single 4>all, and that rule In my judgment Is that 
laid down by Mr. Van Dyke, a writer wbo I have much pleasure 
In saying, seems to have the soundest views on practical rifle 
abootlng of any one I Ijnow of. 

Inspector or Riri.z Practice.

Not bad fork gunrlub only a month 
old. You see you have anew help lo your war on law-breakers, 
and here Is comfort for you and your weak-kneed Franklin Grove 
correspondent “Ioe,” notwithstanding the apathy of those four 
Rip Van Winkle presidents of the Chicago Sportsmen’s Clubs.

Manchester, N. B.—Editor Chicago Field:—1 have been 
meaning to write you on the “ hold ahead ” question, hut your 
correspondent “Schneider,” In The Field of July 36th, has 
stated the principles so clearly that much other talk would be 
superfluous. 

There Is a combination of two motions given to the shot of 
the “boldingon” plan, which, combined with the natural spread 
or scatter of tbe shot, renders this plan satisfactory enough at 
short range, but when your range Is long and all the motion you 
can give your barrels Is but abou 1 one fortieth or ODe thirtieth 
tbe velocity of tbe bird per second, say three feet swing to tbe 
gun barrel, to 120 or even 150 feet for the bird In the same time, 
I have always found that a little judicious guessing as to how 
far I should “bold ahead” was a little more certain to enable me 
to balance my pockets by exchanging game for shot, than any 
system of “ chasing the bird with the gun-barrel ” that I ever 
tried, though I was educated to believe that, tbe proper plan. 
Allow me to congratulate you on the Improved appearance of 
the Chicago Field. 8 . w.

After Joe left tor Columbia harracks,I took the 
same gun, the same charge, and my faithful old pointer Jack, and 
In the same place bagged eight more In ten shots, all that I could 
put up. We found the birds In a nettle patch In tbe woods, 
along a large ditch.

Bulk for bulk will give too much 
shot; say three drama will equal 1J ounces of shot, within a 
fraction. Half DlttmaraDd half Black powder shoots well togeth¬ 
er. Cost of load, shell at $13} a thousand, 14cents each; 8 pluk 
edge wads 4 of acent. Shot at 81.90 a bag, 1 jounce costs 4 cent; 
34 drams at 35 cents a pound will cost 4 cent; whole cost of load 
34 cents; shell costs as much as all ammunition; muzzle loader 
load 14 cent.

Vacation Studies. 


Our leading colleges have provided “ Summer schools of nat¬ 
ural history,” which are proving most useful aids to science and 
education. Of these ws may speak hereafter. At present we 
wish to point out that It Is In the power of every person of aver¬ 
age attainments to utilise a Summer's vacation. In the Interests 
of science. And this can be done, too, at no special cost lu 
money, lime or convenience. It Is only requisite to make use of 
one's opportunities of observation. 

Very recently, a charming account of tbe way In which the 
“ agricultural ant” makes Us toilet, has gone the rounds of tbe 
newspapers. The observer, the Rev. H. C. McCook, brought the 
matter before the Philadelphia Academy of Sciences, and It thus 
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obtained publication. The tidiness of these ante, the care and 
thoroughness with which they “ comb” and "sponge” each other, 
the singular altitudes they take during the process, and the pleas¬ 
ure they seem to hare In being cleansed, are deliciously described. 
The account Is thoroughly entertaining, and yet, because It Is pre¬ 
cise, It la of decided sclentlflc value. Sir John Lubbock has been 
equally successful In studying the habits and reasoning powers of 
other species of ants, and has contributed to natural history t 
great deal that is new, Interesting and valuable. 

Mow the ant has been observed at least as far back sa tbe 
4.1 me of Solomon. No Insect has a more extended range In lit¬ 
erature, except, perhaps, the "busy bee." Being found In all 
tbe temperate and tropical dimes, the ant has been easily 
studied. And yet here we have within a year or two these great 
additions to knowledge on the subject. 

We doubt not that the same amount of patient, careful obser¬ 
vation, If applied In other directions, would bear equal fruit.. 
Tbe operations of a fly In deantng himself are almost as elabor¬ 
ate as those of Mr. McCook’s ants. The most supple contor¬ 
tionist that has ever gained tbe stage title of an “ India rubber 
man,” never did anything with legs, arms or backbone, half so 
astonishing as a house-fly does when cleaning his wings. To 
throw the legs over the small of tbe back, and pass them slowly 
downward to tbe extremity of tbe body, and then to wipe them 
off In tbe mouth, Is a performance that no human acrobat would 
think of trying. The fly toilet has been partly studied and 
described, but tbe man or woman who shall thoroughly observe It, 
has not yet taken advantage of an everyday opportunity. 

On an Idle day In the country, there are thousands of things 
around us that would repay study, even If nothing new orstrange 
should be discovered. Merely as an Instance, we may cite one 
of the experiences of tbe writer of this article, when spending a 
few days on Shelter Island. Tbe locality la opposite Oreenport, 
L. I., and la sheltered on all sides. Long tongues of land stretch 
out north and south of the island; It Ilea In the basin of a great 
bay, and Is protected from the ocean by Gardiner's Island, which 
stretches partly across the opening. Tbe tides there rarely rise 
more than three or four feet, and surf Is unknown. In tbe still 
waters that surround the Island there Is the most endless variety 
of marine life, and strange forms of radiates and mollusks are to 
to be seen by anybody who looks Into the quiet depths. 

In preparing to catch blackfish there. It is customary to collect 
a quantity of fiddler-crabs for bait. These crabs are queer 
creatures. Tou may see them In numbers on the sandy beach 
twenty feet ahead of you, but when you reach tbe spot where they 
were, there 1s not a fiddler visible. As you approached, every 
one of them has retreated, wrong end first, Into holes that In dry 
sand may be two or three feet deep. Possibly the crabs see a 
person approaching them, but It Is more probable that they take 
alarm from the vibration of the soli, caused by footsteps. They 
have a limited power of hearing, and tbe writer has twice seen 
them shudder when a gun was fired at a distance, but, strange to 
say. It did not alarm them so as to cause a retreat to their holes. 
Words spoken quite loudly do not seem to frighten them. Their 
sight Is better than their bearing, and yet If a person stays, sitting 
or standing, motionless for about ten minutes among the crab 
boles, be may see tbe flndlera come out cautiously, almost under 
his feet 

Remaining quiet thus, one may observe the curious perform¬ 
ances of the crabs, though they rarely go far from their boles 
and are ready to retreat at any moment. Most of them engage 
In feeding; a few, In digging out their habitations. The latter 
process is laborious. The crab carries up from below, held bc- 
tweed his fore-legs and claws, a large pellet of moist sand; and 
taking It outside of his bole, deposits It at a distance of three or 
four Inches. This pellet has come from the bottom of the bole, 
and has been clawed off and shaped there. It Is usually darker 
than the surface sand, and contains more or less of vegetable 
substance; It Is dirty sand. When a sufficient number—say one 
or two dozen of these pellets—may have been provided, they 
lay the foundation for a square meal. 

The feeding Is a less tedious operation; it consists In picking 
the eatable matter out of the pellets. The smaller of tbe two 
arms of the crab does duty as a fork, and the rapidity with which 
It transfers to tbe mouth Is such that the morsels selected—prob¬ 
ably not bigger than a pin bead—cannot be seen wblle In transit. 
The double claw of this smaller arm Is used exactly as If It were 
a band with two fingers. Tbe food Is tucked Into the mouth 
with It fast enough to keep tbe crab's Jaws constantly In motion. 

But now and then,while feeding so rapidly, tbe fiddler will take 
a reconnolssance. He raises himself on his bind legs, stretches 
bis body to Its full height, and spreads out hts great forearm, un- 
doubllug It for tbe purpose. The attitude Is that of listening, 
and there can be no doubt that such Is the object. The male crab 
cannot remain In this position more than a few seconds, as his 
great claw makes him top-heavy. It was while thus erect that 
the fiddlers were observed to shudder at the report of a gun, 

These crabs have a delicately figured shell, and are known as 
" calico backs.” Oneday a floe lot of fiddlers was collected from 
a strip of blue mud, where they were feeding at low tide. In 
general, they select situations for their boles that will be covered 
at high water; but some of them go above that line, and then 
make very deep holes, probably In order to reach the molster 
earth. Now, tbe remarkable circumstance, as It seemed to us, 
was that the fiddlers gathered off blue mud were not “ calico 
backs;” tbelr covering was of a dark, burnished steel-blue. "Tou 
will never catch any fish wltb these blue-backs,” said one of the 
sages of the shore. This did not turn out to be exactly the fact, 
bnt the bluebacks proved less attractive than the others, probably 
because lees showy on the fish-hook. 

Now here was a plain Instance of protective coloring. The 
mottled calico-back was least distinguishable from tbe sand; the 
blue-back was least visible on the mud. To a bird Covering 
overhead, looking for crabs, these might be Just the most decep¬ 
tive conditions. But assuming this theory, a new difficulty pre¬ 
sented Itself. Many of the male crabs bad tbe elbow of tbe great 
arm ornamented with a very bright red color. This remained a 
puzzle, until one day when we undertook to catch fiddlers In the 
grass that grows on some of tbe flats. After seizing grass In¬ 
stead of a crab two or three times In succession, the mystery was 
solved for u» very simply. We found that the lower Joints of 
the grass were frequently of a bright red, exactly corresponding 
to that of the fiddler's elbow. 

We could go a little farther, perhaps, and assert with some 
confidence that the brightest, gayest, roost speckled of the calico- 
backs were those which were dog out of the dryer sand that they 
moat resemble; that tbe crabs In Intermediate stations between 
blue mod snd sand were of a dull, Indefinite hue; and that the 
fiddlers with red elbows Were more frequent In tbe marsh grass 
than elsewhere. But we have said enough to Indihate what kind 
of things can be noticed without laborious effort, In a brief holi¬ 
day. There are plenty of such opportunities. If one has not a 
test* for natural history, he may do service by observing the 
clouds, tbe winds, and tbe barometer; by counting and mapping 
the August meteors; or by looking after glacial scratches, trans¬ 
ported boulders, and moraines. For all this no special scientific 
tralrdng Is required, and even though tbe discoveries made prove 
to be\sry old and well known, they will not be useless If they lead 
to tbe habit of easing with one's own eyes, rather than through 
books .— Mti mot .Vaasa
